SUSAN B. ANTHONY’S GIFT. 


Celebrates Her 83d Birthday by Pre- 
senting Her Collection of Books to 
the Congressional Library.

ROCHESTER, Feb. 16.—Miss Susan B. 
Anthony celebrated her eighty-third birth- 
day, which came yesterday, by announcing 
to-day that she will give all her collection 
of books to the United States. They will 
be placed in an alcove in the Congressional 
Library at Washington dedicated to her, 
and will be the largest collection of woman 
suffrage literature and history in the 
world. Miss Anthony said to-day: 

“T have sent four boxes, and there are 
more to follow. I shall send all my books, 
except such as are too dear to part with 
during my lifetime. There are books by 
Lady Morgan, who fifty years ago wrote 
on woman’s rights; also complete files of 
my paper, The Revolution, published for 
thirty months; files of other woman’s pa- 
pers; The Anti-Slavery Standard, from 1850 
to 1865, and Frederick Dougiass’s paper, 
The Liberator, from 1844 to 1865.” 

Miss Anthony’s birthday was observed at 
her home to-day. Miss.Anthony was assist- 
ed by Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, who re- 
ceived visitors all day. About $200 in cash 
presents has been received, which will be 
given to the fund for the woman suffrage 
campaign in New Hampshire, in accord- 
ance with the wish expressed by Miss An- 
thony some time ago. Messages of congra- 
tulation from all parts of the globe were 
received. Three colored woman's suffrage 
clubs presented Miss Anthony with a pin.

ARRESTED FOR FORGERY. 


Prisoner Accused of Raising Checks for 
the Head Gardener to Cash and 
Divide with Him. 


George C. Hall, thirty-four years old, pri- 
vate secretary to Perry Belmont, was ar- 
rested last night at the corner of Thirty- 
fourth Street and Fifth Avenue by Detect- 
ives McAuley and Deevy of the Central Of- 
fice on a charge of forgery. 

The police say that the arrest was made 
in connection with the case of Waldemar 
Barth, head gardener for Perry Belmont, at 
Newport, who was arrested on Friday of 
last week, charged with embezzling about 
$1,500 which had been sent him at various 
times to pay hands employed about the 
place. 

He. waived examination before Magis- 
trate Mayo in Jefferson Market Court yes- 
terday afternoon on a charge of grand 
larceny, and was held in $1,500 bail for the 


Grand Jury. The police say that Secre- 
tary Hali raised checks which were to be 
sent to Barth, and that Barth cashed them 
and the money was divided between the 
two. 

According to a statement made at Head- 
quarters last night by Detective McAuley 
the specific charge against Hall is that he 
raised a check made out in the name of 
Barth for $498.25 to $1,498.25, after the 
check had been nigned by Mr. Belmont. 
The detectives say that Hall, when he made 
out the check, left a space between tile 
four and the nine, and after it had been 
signed by Mr. Belmont filled the space in 
to make the number read “ fourteen hun- 
dred" instead of ‘‘four hundred.’ This 
check was dated Jan. 6. 

The police said that Mr. Belmont had been 
swindled out of between $5,000 and $6,000 in 
this way. The detectives have been looking 
for Hall since Saturday. He was walking 
down Fifth Avenue last evening when they 
saw him and told him he was wanted. He 
appeared to be very much astonished, but 
said he would readily accompany them to 
Police Headquarters, where he said he was 
married and lived in Brooklyn.

The most interesting dispatch in the book 
from an American point of view is an offi- 
cial letter from the ex-British Minister at 
Caracas, W. H. D. Hazzard, to.the Foreign 
Lord Lansdowne, dated Trint- 
dad, Dec. 30, concerning the alleged illegal 
detention of the British schooner Harry 
Troop by the Venezuelan Government in

The beginning of the Blue Book is taken 
up with lengthy affidavits from British 
subjects in support of their claims against 
Venezuela for compensation for outrages, 
and Venezuela's counterprotests with re- 
gard to the case of the steamer Ban Righ. 
The first important document records a 
conversation between Lord Lansdowne and 
the German Ambassador here, Count Wolff- 
Metternich, on July 23 last, on the subject 
of British-German co-operation. In_ the 
course of this conversation Lord Lans- 
downe said: ‘‘ We should be quite ready to 
confer with the German Government with 
a view to joint action.” 5 

Germany on Aug. 8 suggested a joint 
naval demonstration. The British Ad- 
miralty officials expressed the opinion that 
the best form for this demonstration would 
be a blockade. The seizure of the Vene- 
zuelan gunboats was suggested by Great 
Britain. This, with the other details of the 
aggressive action, was submitted for Ger- 
' many’s approval by Lord Lansdowne on 
Oet. 22. 

The British Foreign Secretary on Nov. 
'11 instructed Sir Michael Herbert to put 
i the British case before the United States 
| Government. Secretary Hay, in_ reply, 
| stated that his \Government,. ‘ although 
it regrets that the European powers should 
use force against Central and South Amer- 
ican countries. cannot object to their tak- 
ing steps to obtain redress for the injuries 
suffered by their subjects, provided that no 
acquisition of territory is contemplated. 

The Blue Book in general covers the 
ground already known. It gives minute de- 
tails of the British grievances against 
Venezuela from.the month of March, 1901, 
to the time of the signing of the protocol, 
the salient features being the persistent 
endeavors to get President Roosevelt to 
arbitrate and the minute nature of the Ger- 
man-British agreement. 

President Roosevelt's 
arbitrate and urging reference 
Hague tribunal, contains the 
sentence:

COMMENT ON THE BLUE BOOK. 


London Times Thinks it Will Not Alter 
Popular Opinion on the “ Ven- 
ezuela Mess.”

LONDON, Feb. 17.—In an editorial ar- 
ticle on the Venezuela Blue Book issued 
last evening The Times says: 

“We believe that it will leave the 
Venezuela mess pretty much where it 
stood before in the judgment of the na- 
tion. * * * There were special circum- 
stances bearing on our co-operation with 
Germany which the Ministers must have 
considered, but which they appear to 
have appreciated very imperfectly. They 
seem still to regard the nation’s reluc- 
tance to act with Germany in t in- 
stance as simply the result of a ing 
wave of resentment aroused by the anti- 
British demonstrations in Germany dur- 
ing the late war. It is nothing of the 
kind. The animosity which all classes of 
Germans manifested toward the British 
has led them to review their relations 
with Germany, and they have drawn the 
conclusion to which those whose business 
it is to watch foreign politics had long 
previously come, namely, that the gen-_ 
eral trend of German policy has not 
been favorable to British interests. 

“Until this impression is removed by 
something more convincing than fair 
words the unwillingness of England to 
enter into further engagements with 
Germany is not likely to disappear.”

QUEEN WILHELMINA 
MAY NAME AN UMPIRE. 


United States May Ask Her in Case 
Commission to Settle Claims 
Against Venezuela Disagrees. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Queen Wilhel- 
mina of the Netherlands may be requested 
by the Washington Government to name 
the umpire who shall pass on the claim of 
the United States against Venezuela in the 
event that the persons named by the United 

States and Venezuela cannot agree. 

The selection of Queen Wilhelmina was 
suggested by Mr. Bowen. This is intended 
as a compliment to the sovereign of the 
country at whose capiial The Hague trib- 
unal sits. Great Britain, Germany, and 
Italy in their protocols provide that the 
King of Spain shall name the umpire. 

Preparations were begun to-day at a con- 
ference between Mr. Penfield of the State 
Department and Mr. Bowen, for the sign- 
ing of a protocol providing for the setile- 
ment of the claims of the United States, 
it being the desire of Venezuela that the 
United States agreement shall be drawn up 
first. 

Although not yet in 
protocol will be quite brief, consisting per- 
haps of three or four articles. It will pro- 
vide for the appointment of a commission, 
one member to be appointed by President 
Roosevelt and the other by President Cas- 
tro, to pass upon the American claims. 

Unlike the protocols of the allies, it is ex- 
pected that the United States agreement 
will provide for the appointment of this 
commission within a certain period. 

For the satisfaction of these claims the 
Protocol! will stipulate that 30 per cent. of 
the customs koceipts of the two ports of 
La Guayra and Puerto Cabello shall be 
set aside, to be held in trust until The 
Hague tribunal shall decide in what way 
this amount is to be distributed among 
the creditor nations. 

When the United States protocol is 
Signed Mr. Bowen will call in turn on the 
representatives of the other creditor na- 
tions, namely, the French Ambassador, 
the Mexican Ambassador, the Danish, Hol- 
land, Belgian, and Spanish Ministers, and 
the Chargé d’Affaires of the legation of 
Norway and Sweden, and proceed to draw 
up separate protocols with each, which 
shall conform in all essential details to 
that of the United States. 

At the conclusion of the conference be- 
tween Solicitor Penfield and Mr. Bowen it 
Was announced that the United States 
rotocol would be signed as soon as it has 
Soon approved by the State Department. 
Secretary Hay will sign for the United 
States and Mr. Bowen for Venezuela. 

It is probable that this protocol will pro- 
vide that the claims of the United States 
must be passed upon by the commission 
within six months. 


CASTRO SENDS EXPEDITION. 


Gunboat Miranda Carries 1,200 Men and 
2,000,000 Rounds of Cartridges. 


CARACAS, Feb. 16.—The Venezuelan gun- 
boat Miranda. which the German warships 
tried to capture in the Lake of Maracaibo, 
and which was the cause of the shelling of 
Fort San Carlos by the German vessels, 
sailed at 5 o'clock this afternoon with 
1,200 men and 2,000,000 rounds of cartridges 
on board fur a destination which was not 
announced, but which is believed to be 
Tucacas, where the troops and munitions 
will be landed to assist the Government 
in crushing the revolution. 

The revolutionists near Tucacas received 
during the night of Feb. 12 30) boxes of 
ammunition, which were. landed on the 
coast by the schooners Augusta and 
Prinzessin from the Island of Curacao. 

Advices from La Guayra up to 6 o'clock 
this afternoon indicate that no steamers 
had yet reached that port.

VON BUELOW’S MEMORANDUM. 


It Says All of Germany’s Claims Have 
Been Recognized as Well-Founded. 


BERLIN, Feb. 16.—Chancellor von Buelow 
sent to the Reichstag to-day a memorandum 
on the settlement of the Venezuelan dis- 
putes. After briefly reviewing the inci- 
dents preceding the negotiations, it says: 

“According to the protocol Venezuela 
recognized all the claims raiseq by Ger- 
many as being justifiable and well found- 
ed. Germany’s claims, which the ultimatum 
placed in the first rank, arising from the 
Venezuelan civil wars of 1898-1900, and 
which gave occasion for the action against 
Venezuela, will be paid immediately, partly 
in cash and partly in short-term drafts.” 

Continuing, the Chancellor summarized 
the terms of the protocol and concluded 
with saying the blockade would be raised 
immediately and that diplomatic relations 
with Venezuela would be resumed. 

The newspapers generally have little to 
Say about the Venezuelan’ settlement. 
Those which reflect the Government views 
affirm that Germany came out of the 


affair measurably well, insomuch as she 
obtains at the end of the negotiations all 
she asked for at the beginning. The papers 
which are independent of official influence. 
notably the pan-German exponents and 
certain papers of reactionary tendencies, 
say that the only power which has come 
out of the affair with heightened prestige 
is the United States; that none of the 
European powers has strengthened its po- 
fition, and that the two great powers have 
been standing in the eyes of the world for 
two months in aé_e deferential attitude 
toward the United States, asking permis- 
sion to coerce an impotent State. 

Various newspapers allude to the Monroe 
doctrine in careful language, affirming that 
Europe can only recognize the doctrine as 
international law after a congress of the 
powers has been held on the subject.

Four Inches Had Fallen in the City 
Before Midnight. 


Weather Bureau Believes It to be the 
Record Storm of the Season — 
Traffic Is Congested. 


The heaviest downfall of snow in New 
York during the present Winter came swirl- 
ing in vpon the wings of a northwest wind 
last evening. New Yorkers had been led 
to expect a cold wave, but were scarcely 
prepared for the extraordinary fall of snow. 

It began at 5:10 o'clock in the evening, 
and by 11:15 o’clock four inches of snow 
had fallen on the level, which means that 
where the wind caught up the flakes and 
swung them into corners there were several 
times that many_inches of white, through 
which traffic floundered almost hopelessly. 
The snow continued to come down in blind- 
ing clouds, and the Weather Bureau of- 
ficials said that the fall bid fair not only 
to exceed anything of the kind for the 
present Winter, but also to set a new rec- 
ord for several years back. 

It was one cf those snowstorms 
larly termed “blizzards,” which means 
that it was a storm through which the 
pedestrian had to make his way by main 
force, half blinded by the flakes and blown 


hither anc thither by the wind in the 
course of his or her floundering. 

st was a storm that kept awake every 
official having anything to do with the 
traffic of New York, and against which the 
utmost efforts of every transportation com- 
pany were being constantly put forth. At 
midnight this battle with the elements was 
a losing one, and inch by inch the avenues 
cut by the sweepers for the passage of the 
trolley cars were becoming less and less 
defined. By the utmost efforts the cars on 
the surface lines throughout the city were 
kept running up to midnight, but at that 
hour the officials admitted that if the storm 
kept up there would be a cessation of traf- 
fic = many lines before the day began 
again. 

in the up-town streets when the thea- 
tres turned out their crowds there was a 
congestion of carriage traffic which caused 
endless confusion and inconvenience. It 
was almost impossible for pedestrians to 
move about, owing to the deep snowbanks 
piled up by the trolley sweepers and the 
Steady stream of hacks, cabs, and car- 
riages that pre-empted each of these ave- 
nues between the snowdrifts as soon as a 
street car had passed. 

The effect on the elevated railway system 
was not so disastrous as might have been 
expected if the snow had been of a heavier 
quality. Being light and fine, it was more 
easily brushed from the contact rail, and 
the trains were allowed to keep within 
hailing distance, so to speak, of their 
schedule time. As the fall increased, how- 
ever, there was more time lost, and it was 
feared that before morning there might be 
a tie-up. 

The early part of the evening witnessed 
the greatest scenes of congestion caused 
by the storm, and these scenes were, as 
might be expected, down town. At the 
Manhattan terminal of the Brooklyn 
Bridge, between 6 and 7 o'clock, there was 
a tremendous jam owing to the slow mov- 
ing of the trolley cars. The crowd became 
impatient, and there was soon need for a 
hurry call for more policemen to keep or- 
der and prevent injury. 

On the horse-car lines there were all sorts 
of trouble. The horses in nearly all in- 
stances were unable to keep their footing 


popu- 


i on the ice-covered streets, over which was 


the coating of snow. By 10 o'clock most 
of those cars were being pulled by four 
horses, and not getting along too well at 
that Nearly all those cars were taken 
off before midnight, and it is not believed 
that they will be able to resume business 
this morning if the snowstorm continues 
as it was last night. 

The ferryboats had to slow down on their 
regular schedule owing to the _ blinding 
sheets of snow that swept across the North 
and East Rivers. 

Trolleys up town were operating at mid- 
night, but the cars on all lines were far be- 
hind their regular schedules, and were 1los- 
ing time at every run. There was a block 
of half an hour on the Amsterdam Avenue 
lines caused by the gerailing of a car at 
One Hundred and Thirty-first Street, and 
more trouble of the same sort was looked 
for constantly. 

Superintendent Carrigan of the Bronx 
lines said his men were doing their best 
to keep the lines of the road open for the 
rush traffic this morning. He did not, 
however, appear sanguine as to the result, 
although he said everything that the com- 
pany owned in the way of sweeper or snow- 
plow was running to the limit of its 
capacity. ! 

There was a good deal of trouble, he said, 
with the Trilby rail, that had been largely 
introduced since last Winter. That is a 
slot rail, but ice and snow gather in the 
slot and pack tight there. He said that 
they would try to keep a sweeper running 
all night on the line to City Island, but a 
telephone message from Charles Angus of 
the Angus Inn was to the effect that it was 
hardly likely that there would be any com- 
munication with the island until late to- 
day, even if there ‘was then. 

The snow was fifteen inches deep in most 
places, Mr. Angus said, and was drifting 
badly. Reporte then were that cars were 
going into Mount Vernon one and a half 
hours late, and they were leaving there, 
either to return or to go to points beyond, 
at very irregular intervals. 

Early this morning traffic was entirely 
suspended on some of the important lines 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Tranfsit Company, 
and the roads were partially tied up all 
through that borough. The Church Avenue 
line was suspended. 

No cars were run through on the Myrtle 
Avenue line from Ridgewood to Richmond 
Hill. Cars on the Jamaica Avenue line 
were stalled and trolley traffic between 
East New York and Jamaica was at a 
standstill. 

At the Grand Central Station it was said 
that the storm had\ not affected the 
schedule of the trains running on the Hud- 
son Division, and only slightly on the main 
lines between Albany and Buffalo. 

The Southwestern Limited, due from Chi- 
cago at 6:30 o’clock, did not arrive until 
£:-50 o'clock, and the Chicago Twentieth 
Century Limited, due at 7:45 o’clock, did 
not arrive until 8:30 o'clock. 

It was said that delay of these trains 
was due to storms west of Buffalo and 
the breaking down of an engine. The Em- 
pire State and Boston Expresses arrived on 
time. as did the local trains. It was antici- 
pated that trains going north during the 
night would be slightly delayed. 

The continuation yesterday morning of 
the third sleetstorm to visit New York this 
Winter caused many thousands of persons 
to be from ten minutes to an hour late in 
arriving at their places of business. It 
also caused suffering among horses, which 
were falling everywhere. 

According to Weather Forecaster Emery, 
a sleetstorm is a mix up of cloud strata. 
Such a condition occurs in the case of a 
storm that has an extraordinarily wide 
area. This last storm, for instance, 
covered an area almost a thousand miles 
square, Consequently it developed all sorts 
of vagaries. One air current ‘would be 
slightly below freezing, and this. strikin 
the cloud, would produce snow. Then woul 
ceme along a current just about freezing in 
temperature, and this would cause sleet. 
After that, if a current should come by 
with a lMttle warmth in it, there was_ the 
rain, and so, with the struggle of these 
air currents for supremacy, came the 
struggle of mankind down below to mova 
about and adequately express its feelings. 

These were the conditions on Sunday 
evening and during the early hours of yes- 
terday morning. uring the hours from 
midnight to daylight locomotion through- 
out the city was practically at a standstill, 
except by surface cars, which were able to 
maintain a fairly efficient schedule. The 
elevated railways practically were put out 
of commission temporarily, notwithstand- 
ing that every one was taken to keep the

Over Two Hundred “Smokers” of the 
“Odeon Pieasure Club” and Two 
Men in Ring Costume Arrested. 


There was a sudden and sorry interrup- 
tion of the “ grand annual smoker ”’ of the 
“Odeon Pleasure Club” in a large room 
at the rear of the Armory Café, near the 
Salvation headquarters, in West Four- 
teenth Street last night. 

The smokers—more than 200 of them— 
were smoking, but that pleasurable pas- 
time, the police said, was not the main 
feature of the bill. And before that main 
feature—a bare fist prizefight to a finish, 
according to the police—appeared, the in- 
terference came. 

Nearly a hundred policemen from several 
precincts hustled the two men suspected of 
being the prospective combatants and the 
large crowd of expectant spectators into 
several patrol wagons, and drove with 
them, through the blinding snowstorm, to 
the Charles Street Station. There the 
guests of the Pleasure Club were locked up. 

The room where the arrests were made 
was provided with a rope-encircled ring, 
which was covered with canvas. In the 
corners sat two chairs, and near them 


sponges, towels, bottles, and other para- 
phernalia of a prize ring. 

The men who were to fight, the police 
Say, were Thomas Holden and Frank 
Restel, President and Treasurer, respective- 
ly, of the Pleasure Club, according to the 
literature of the club. They were about 
to strip themselves of their sweaters and 
enter the circle when they were halted. 

Acting Capt. Farrell of the Charles Street 
Station, while on patrol last evening with 
Detectives Carmody, Gallagher, and Keefe 
saw an unusual crowd goin into the 
Armory Café, and he sent his plain clothes 
men in to investigate. 

They reported that preparations had been 
made for the fight and that the spectators 
were awaiting it. The Captain telephoned 
to the station for half of the reserves, who 
responded later in plain clothes. Still later 
he sent for wagons from several stations 
on the west side, and for more reserves. 

Just as the crowd was coming from the 
Fourteenth Street Theatre, across the 
street, the police entered the place and 
made the arrests. Nearly fifty men had 
been stationéd in a circle around the build- 
ing, cutting off means of escape either at 
the front or rear, and the Pleasure Club's 
guests were informed that they were un- 
der arrest. 

There was a scramble among some of the 
men and boys to break away, but the po- 
lice had no difficulty in restraining them. 
although some broke through the first cor- 
don. These, however, were stopped by 
other policemen further out in the street. 

The wagons were backed up to the door 
and the persons formed in line and marched 
into them and driven away. A great crowd 
of people gathered and stood by in the 
storm for nearly an hour while the: pris- 
oners and paraphernalia confiscated were 
removed. 

The latter consisted of the ropes that in- 
closed the ring, sweaters, sponges, bottles, 
slippers, but no gloves were found, and 
this led the police to believe that it was 
the intention not to use any. 

When the prisoners were taken out into 
the street, there was a crowd that had 
been attending a drill at the Ninth Regi- 
ment Armory, as well as the _ theatre 
crowd. Crowds followed the patrol wagons 
as they drove through the snow to the 
station house. The prisoners were for the 
most part prosperous-looking young fel- 
lows, who said they were drivers, clerks, 
and the like. ’ 

Joseph Murtha, who is said to be the 
proprietor of the café, was arrested with 
Holden and Restel, all charged with aid- 
ing and abetting a prizefight. The others 
were held on charges of disorderly conduct. 
The station house in Charles Street was 
filled to overflowing, and prisoners, after 
being booked at that station, were locked 
up in the West Twentieth, Mercer, and 
Macdougal Streets Stations. 


Baltimore and Ohio Wiil Utilize the Old 
South Penn Route, Which Has 
Nine Tunnels, 


Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 16.—That the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company will 
have a new line over the Alleghanies, in 
which the old South Penn route with its 
partially completed tunnels will be utilized, 
is now assured. Options have been secured 
for nearly all the rights of way, these op- 
tions extending from ninety days to two 
years. President Loree is at present in the 
South, but George M. Shriver, Secretary to 
the chief executive, to-day said: 

“The line will be built; hat is what we 
have had in view in making the surveys.” 

The announcement is of interest, in view 
of the fact that while the main rights of 
way had been secured by option, ether de- 
tails had been worked out, general report 
was to the effect that President Loree. 
while personally favoring the line, had nor 
giver his official consent. 

While no official figures have been given 
out, it is estimated that the line will cost 
at least $20,000,000. The South Penn tun- 
nels, west to east, are nine in number— 
waurel Hill, Quemahoning, Negro Mountain, 
Allegheny, Rays Hill, Sideling Hill, Tus- 
earora, Kittatiny, and Blue Mountain. The 
last three are not included in the short line 
to Hancock, Md. Two-thirds of the ex- 
eavations have been made. The total 
length of these tunnels is 37,889 feet, of 
which but 14,348 feet remain to be exca- 


vated. 


DEATH OF EDWARD P. CLARK. 


Widely Known Newspaper Man for 
Many Years on’the Staff of The 


Evening. Post. 


Edward Perkins Clark, for eighteen years 
one of the editorial staff of The Evening 
Post, died yesterday in his home, 545 
Quincy Street, Brooklyn, in his sixty-sixth 
year. The funeral services will be held this 
afternoon at his late residence. 

Mr. Clark was born in Huntingdon, Mass., 
and was the son of the Rev. Kirkland Clark 
and Hannah Avery Clark. He was gradu- 
ated from Yale in 1870, and meant to study 
law, but a year in the office of The Spring- 
field Republican determined him on a jour- 
nalistic career He continued with The Re- 
publican for eight years, and then joined 
Alexander K. McClure on the staff of The 


Philadelphia Times. He was for a time cor- 
respondent in Washington of The Springfield 
Republican and The Philadelphia Press. In 
1881 he joined the Milwaukce Sentinel. 
Later he came to New York to work on The 
World, and then went to The Brooklyn 
Standard-Union, with which he was con- 
nected for two years. He accepted an invi- 
tation to juin the etaff of The Evening Post 
early in 1885, con..nuing to serve on that 
paper until his death. 

The Evening Post yesterday said edito- 
rially of Mr. Clark: 

His incessant labors for The Evening Post, 
and his whole-hearted and unswerving loyalty 
to its interests and to the ideals for which it 
stands, it is a grateful duty to put on record 
bere. Indeed, there is reason to fear that his 
devotion outran his strengt Such fidelity, at 
ali hazards, to what he conVeived to be a trust 
was characteristic of Mr. Clark, but is rarely 
to be encountered. His possession of these high 
qualities will cause his memory to be cherished 
long in this office, where hig death leaves a 
vacancy, in the peculiar line of his fruitful 
activity, which it will be impossible fully to 
make good.

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Police Continue Their Crusade

One Pays Investors, but the Others 
Close Their Doors— Agent of 
Arnold Locked Up. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 16.—Continuing their 
policy of aggression against turf invest- 
ment companies, the police to-day raided 
the’ office of J. C. Rose & Co. They found 
the doors locked. Threats of breaking 
them down were made and the agent of the 
building admitted the police. A thorough 
search of the office disclosed the fact that 
all the company’s books had disappeared, 
only a few papers being found in obscure 
drawers. 

The office of George Silver, at 60 Wabash 
Avenue, was also raided, but when the 
police arrived the doors were locked and 
the occupants had disappeared. 

Benedict &.Co. was the only one of the 
turf concerns that kept the promise to pay 
all subseribers who presented their certifi- 
cates to-day, H. Brolaski & Co. closed their 
doors Saturday and to-day an agent stood 
in front of the elevator on the floor oc- 
cupied by the concern and informed all in- 
quirers that the office would not be opened 
until Monday, when he promised every 
man and woman would be paid. 

When Benedict & Co.'s office was opened 
this morning, over 200 persons were wait- 
ing at the doors. All held certificates of 
investment upon which they demanded re- 
turns. he crush became so great that 
the doors were locked and only one person 
at a time was admitted. By noon $10,000 
had been paid. 

The case of Harry Brolaski, whose place 
was raided Friday, was continued to Feb.

CHARLES DAVENPORT’S DEATH. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Feb. 16.—Charles Davenport 
died at Watertown Saturday night. He 
was born in Newton Centre May 25, 1812, 
and was for many years the senior partner 
of the firm of Davenport & Bridges, car- 
riage builders. At their factories in Cam- 
bridge the first railway cars used in this 
country were built. 

At the Mechanics’ Fair in 1837 were 
shown for the first time the drawspring 


and bumper, patented by Mr. Davenport 


in 1835. The patents brought in some- 
thing like $90,000 in royalties. Gold and 
silver medals were awarded the inventor 
by the managers of the Mechanics’ Fair, 
and the fact brought in a great many con- 
tracts from the railroads. It is said 
that the business brought into the firm 
amounted to more than $3,000,000 in car 
building between 1834 and 1856. 

More than fifty railroads were the cus- 
tomers of the firm. They operated in sec- 
tions of the country from Maine to Ala- 
bama. Some were built for the railroad in 
Cuba, and the firm then had 200 men at 
work. It was the largest car building 
concern in the country. The St: Peters- 
burg-Moscow Railroad had been begun, 
and the firm was asked to take the con- 
tract for supplying the cars. The proposi- 
tion had to be declined, though the con- 
tract, which was awarded to some other 
company, proved very profitable, 

Through business reverses in 1849 Mr. 
Davenport lost a great part of his wealth. 
He went to work again with renewed vigor, 
and between 1850 and 1853 built more than 
$800,000 worth of cars for various concerns, 
This work is said to have cleared him 
$100,000. Soon after this he retired from 
active business in the manufacturing line, 


He later traveled a good deal.

Heinrich Conried Speaks at Wo- 
men’s Press Club Dinner.

Says the Value of Such an Institution 
as an Educator Should Appeal 
to Philanthropists.

The Women’s Press Club of New York 
City last night gave a St. Valentine’s din- 
ner in the Hotel Majestic, which was at- 
tended by almost as many men as women. 
The hall was lavishly decorated with flow- 
ers 4nd red hearts, and the diners were as 
jolly as if they had been drinking wine 
instead of water. The mild libations which 
caused the good humor were in deference 
to the President, the Rev. Phebe A. Hana- 
ford, and the other women of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union. 

Heinrich Conried, the new director of the 
Metropolitan Opera House, was the prin- 
cipal speaker of the evening. 

Mr. Conried spoke of his hope for a na- 
tional theatre, saying: 

‘A few weeks ago a gentieman connected 
with university life in this city called on me, 
and I said I would like to speak of the 
stage as an educator. It appeared to sur- 
prise him. On the other side, in the old 
country, they would regard me as insane 
if I should question such a thing. \Vhy 
is the stage not looked upon as an educa- 
tional factor in America? Because we 
speak of ‘White Mice’ and ‘ White Rats;’ 
we don’t consider the question seriously. 

Such a theatre as I have in mind could 
and would do more good than a hundred 
churches or a thousand libraries. In the 
theatre we can reach audiences who come 
for amusement, and’ educate while pleasing. 
We assemble in our theatres of New Yor 
more than in all the churches. We have 
more attendants than in all the high 
schools. We show in the theatre the re- 
ward and penalty of good and evil. The 
theatre should be the standard of lan- 
fuage and education. Please don’t think 
that I set myself up as an authority of 
English. When I am tired and worn out 
I speak it very poorly, but I do myself 
justice in the morning after breakfast. 
Then I speak English very well. 

On the stage in New York you hear in 
one performance the same word pronounced 
differently by almost everyone in the play, 
and then there are such remarkable incon- 
gruities as would not be tolerated on 
the other side. In plays where scenes are 
depicted in ages where they never dreamed 
that theré would be any such man as Thom- 
as Edison, you will see orange groves where 
electric Hghts are entwined through the 
limbs of the trees—a marvelous effect, I 
grant you—but so very much out of place 
that you wonder why there is not an out- 
cry from the spectators. There are many 
splendid things on the American stage, and 
we have had marvelous American actors, 
but I can remember that great actor Ed- 
win Booth ony e Hamlet, with the ‘ su- 
pers "’ dressed in Grecian costume. 

“I asked my neighbor how that could be, 
and I asked it with horror. He wanted to 
know what was the matter—we were not 
looking at the ‘supers,’ but at the great 
Booth. I agreed to his greatness, and then 
protested against his Grecian guards. The 
only answer I got from my friend was in 
the form of a question. He wanted to 
know if they were really Greeks. We need 
a National theatre. 

“1 went to a theatre, and as I left I 
heard the women—and I am sure that 
none of them could have been members 
of the Women's Press Club—talking about 
the loveliness of the dresses of the 
actresses. There was not one of them, ap- 
parently, who had been moved by or inter- 
ested in the play. Next to the dresses in 
interest was the ‘loveliness’ of Faver- 
sham, or whoever it was, and when you 
asked them who the author was they said 
‘Charles Frohman.’ 

“When we have a National theatre we 
will have a National drama. There is an 
American Shakespeare somewhere in our 
country, and he lives in obscurity because 
of the lack of opportunity. I am sure that 
the Government will not endow a National 
theatre, but there are rich men who, when 
they feel that they are educating and 
helping with a National theatre, as well 
as giving their wealth to libraries and 
ehurches, schools, hospitals, and all the 
great charities will make possible such a 
theatre as I have in mind.”’

LABOR 


Demonstration for the Miners’ 
President in Chicago. 


Henry D. Lioyd of That City Eulogizes 
President Roosevelt for Promoting 
the Arbitration of Coal Strike. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 16.—Six thousand persons 
crowded into the Auditorium to-night at the 
demonstration of the local labor unions in 
honor of John Mitchell, President of the 
United Mine Workers. The greatest en- 
thusiasm was shown when Mr. Mitchell ap- 
peared on the platform, and his speech later 
in the evening was received with cheers. 

James H. Payne of the Boxmakers and 
Sawyers’ Union presided, He delivered a 
short address, eulogizing the work done 
by Mr. Mitchell as President of the miners 
in particular, and for the cause of organized 
labor in general. Mr. Payne then intro- 
duced Henry D. Lioyd of Chicago, who 
spoke in part as follows: 

“There was a louder cry for Federal 
bayonets in Pennsylvania in 1902 than in 
Illinois in 1894, but the cry was not an- 


swered. The troops did not move. There 
was a soldier in the White House, not a 
corporation lawyer, and the soldier knew 
what the proper uses of soldiers are. But 
the soldiers might have gone in if the coal 
monopolists had held out forty-eight hours 
longer in-their piratical policy of famine 
and defiance, but not to help them drive 
the miners into the mines. The soldiers 
might have gone in to keep the peace, 
while Federal Judges took possession of the 
mines, as receivers, by due process of law, 
and invited the miners in the name of the 
people to mine coal for the people. 

“Where Cleveland gave us military 
usurpation and government by injunctions, 
Roosevelt has given us arbitration—the 
boldest and greatest act of recent states- 
manship—a short cut across lots in the real 
American style. 

‘When the people of America helped 
Mitchell and the miners they were helping 
themselves. The whole people of America 
have before them the same fight to make 
with the same would-be master. Pray God, 
we may find in our time of need as good a 
leader as the miners found. That affair in 
the valleys of Pennsylvania was the first 
real uprising of the people against monopo- 
lists—and it was only the first. As alwavs 
.the organized workingmen furnished the 
‘forlorn hope’ of liberty, because they 
were organized. 

‘The men who claim to be the ‘ masters’ 
of labor in the coal industry, claim to be 
the masters of the consumers, of the peo- 
ple, of us in the market. They mean to 
be the masters of laborers and of con- 
sumers in all markets. They are all the 
Same men. It is all one great conspiracy, 
and the conspiracy has gone so far that 
the more prosperity the country has the 
less the people get of it. Well, Mitchell 
and his miners gave the conspiracy its 
first black eye. They whipped it to a 
finish, and with their starving bodies built 
a wall around all of us. 

‘“‘Had these men broken the miners of 
the East, they would have attacked the 
miners of the West. They would have at- 
tacked, one after the other, all labor or- 
ganizations, and then they would have de- 
voured at their leisure 
masses. It is literally, scientifically, ac- 
curately, alarmingly true iuat between the 
people and the money anu monoply power 
—that most terrible of all tyrannies—there 
stands to-day but one organization that 
ean hold the fort while the people rally. 
That is the organization of labor. 

“The best friends the people 
day are the unions of the working men. 
We must keep them from being destroyed. 
We must learn the lesson they teach. The 
people must organize if they would sur- 
vive.” 

After an address by Clarence S. Darrow 
of this city Mr. Mitchell spoke.

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BRYAN TALKS TO WOMEN 


He Declares He Will Not Change 
His Political Views. 


William Jennings Bryan spoke for half 
an hour to members of the Women's Demo- 
eratic Club of Brooklyn at the Clarendon 
Hotel yesterday afternoon. There were 
forty or fifty women present, and about 
dozen men. Mr. Bryan's address dealt 
largely with the importance of individual 
effort for the public good, and the urgency 
of more unselfish methods among office 
seekers and public officials.

The language of the Turkish note, 
though firm, says the dispatch, is not 
minatory, and does not transgress the 
limits of diplomatic courtesy.

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WOULD ABOLISH 
CORONERS’ OFFICE 


Report of the New York County 
Medical Association. 


Division of Duties Among the Health 
Department, the District Attorney’s 
Office, the Magistrates, and the 
Chamberlain Recommended. 


The special committee appointed by the 
New York County Medical Association to 
investigate the office of Coroner, and to 
confer with committees from other socie- 
ties, reported last night at the Academy of 
Medicine, 17 West Forty-third Street, that 
“ne one has yet been elected to that office 
in this city who has brought to the per- 
forruance of these duties adequate knowl- 
edge of both professions (medical and legal) 
to give the best and most reliable results. 
And it is doubtful if such a person ever 
will be, or even can be, elected.” The com- 
mittee favors abolishing the office. 

The committee declares that it notified 
the following societies of its instructions to 
confer with similar committees of other 
societies, viz.: The County Medical Society, 
the Kings County Medical Association, the 
Society of Medical Jurisprudence, and the 
Medico-Legal Society. Of these bodies this 
committee has had an opportunity of con- 
ferring only with the committee of the 
Kings County Medical Association. 


DUTIES OF CORONERS. 


After a full discussion of the various 
phases of the subject at two sessions the 
conference unanimously concluded that it 
would be in the interests of a sound public 
policy, if the office of Coroner were abol- 
ished and the duties eonferred on that offi- 
clal were properly adjusted among other 


branches of the Municipal Government. 
These duties are two-fold, viz.: 


1. Medical, or those relating to the deter- 
mination of the cause of death in cases where 
the cause is unknown: and, 

2. Legal, or those pertaining to the conduct of 
the proceedings in the investigation of the 
crime and the detection of the criminal by an 
inquest. 

3 Judicial, or those of the court holding its 

inquest, 

“ Eyidently those duties belong to two 
entirely different professions,” the com- 
mittee holds, ‘‘and for their proper per- 
formance require men of learning and large 
experience in their respective professions. 
Ww hatever mgy be the merits of individual 
Coroners, it ‘ goes without saying’ that no 
one has yet been elected to that office in 
this city who has brought to the perform- 
ance of these duties adequate knowledge cf 
both. professions to give the best and most 
reliable results. And it is doubtful if such 
a person ever will be, or ever can be, 
elected. 

“The committee holds that in the very 
nature of these duties and of the conditions 
governing the selection and election of 
Coroners a thoroughly competent person 
cannot be secured for that office. We be- 
lieve that it is for this reason chiefly that 
the office of Coroner has been under con- 
demnation in every civilized country for 
more than two centuries. It is the re- 
proach of an imperial city like New York, 
which is sO progressive in the department 
of its sanitary service, to longer tolerate 
a branch of its civil administration incapa- 
ble in the very nature of its duties of meet- 
ing the just demands of medico-legal 
science. 

“The first conclusion reached by the 
conference was that the medical duties or 
the investigation of the cause of death 
should be transferred to the Health De- 
partment, where those functions properly 
belong. It was held that the very founda- 
tion of an intelligent and efficient admin- 
istration of laws that rules and regulations 
for the protection and promotion of the 
public health are accurate vital and mort- 
uary investigations and registration. No 
health authority can exercise its functions 
properly which does not thoroughly under- 
stand the causes of mortality among the 
people. This knowledge can only be ob- 
tained by exhaustive inquiry into the cir- 
cumstances and conditions under which 
every death occurs by persons fully quali- 
fied and equipped tp employ the latest re- 
sources of science fh, their methods of in- 
vestigation. 

“Tt is apparent, therefore, that it is 
not only a legitimate function of the Board 
of Health. but it should be its statutory 
duty, to investigate every death, in the 
interest of the public health. And this 
duty should be the more imperative in 
“ases of death from violence or from sud- 
den and unknown causes, for the latter are 
Hable to be due to conditions which are 
rreventable and which should, therefore, 
be at once taken cognizance of by the 
health authority. 

“The plan of organizing this service, 
which, in the opinion of the committe, is 
most feasible, may be stated as follows: 


Empower the Health Department to establish 
a _jureau especially devoted to the verification 
of deaths from uncertain causes; appoint as its 
chief officer a physician recognized as an au- 
thority in pathological investigations; appoint a 
sufficient number of medical examiners (four or 
more for the Borough of Manhattan and a pro- 
portionate number for the other boroughs) under 
the Civil Service rulss, but having as a special 
qualification practical familiarity with autopsical 
investigations; give to this bureau the full use 
of chemical and biological laboratories. 


“The practical operation of this scheme 
would be as follows: 


“* Every death from an unascertained cause re- 
ported to the Health Department would be at 
once referred to this new bureau for verification; 
the chief officer would immediately dispatch a 
medical examiner to the place where the body 
lies, who would take possession of the body and 
all articles and clothing found upon it: he 
would have the power to summon to his aid the 
police or bystanders, or other health officials, or 
a representative of the District Attorney's office: 
he would at Bnce begin a systematic study of all 
conditions and circumstances attending the 
death, making ample notes with the aid of a 
stenographer of every fact ascertained. ‘ 

“Tf, to determine the cause of death, an au- 
topsy be required, he may proceed to make it, 
and he has the power to summon to his aid an- 
other medical examiner or bystanders or the 
police, If chemical or biological tests are neces- 
sary the laboratories of the department are at 
his i ediate service, the examinations being 
by experts. Having completed his examination 
he sulmits to the chief of the bureau a full and 
detailed account of his findings. 

“‘ If this officer is satisfied that the death was 
due to natural cause and that there is no sus- 
picion of a crime, the usual certificate of death 
is made to the Bureau of Vital Statistics and 


the case is closed, the papers being filed in the 
bureau, 


‘If, however, there is evidence of crime, the 
chief officer reports all the facts to the District 
Attorney with the recommendation that an in- 
quest be held. This closes tha first or purely 
medical part of the proceeding. 

“The second conclusion of the confer- 
ence was that the District Attorney or his 
representative should conduct the legal 
proceedings at the inquest in a Magistrate's 
court. With the filing of the finding of 
the medical examiner in the office of the 
District Attorney would begin the legal and 
judicial proceedings in the case. The in- 
quest would be conducted by a representa- 
tive Bf the District Attorney before a Mag- 
istrate and the medical examiner, and those 
who aided him would appear to give tes- 
timony as to the facts discovered in the 
preliminary investigation. 

“These judicial proceedings would be 
conducted with proper dignity and tn ac- 
cordance with recognized rules governing 
the admission of evidence. If crime is re- 
vealed and.the criminal discovered, the fur- 
ther prosecution of the case will be directed 
by the District Attorney. who will be bet- 
ter prepared to manage the subsequent de- 
tails; because he may have been famillar 
with all the preceding stages. 

“The third conclusion of the conference 
was that all other duties pertaining to the 
office of Coroner than those relating to 
investigating the cause of death and hold- 
ing inquests be transferred to the City 
Chamberlain. 


SUMMARY OF ACTION TAKEN, 


“The final action of the conference was 
to resolve that the committees recommend 
to their respective associations such legis- 
lation as will abolish the office of Coroner 
and the duties of that office, as follows: 

1. The duties of Investigating the causes of 
death in all cases which now come under the 
jurisdiction of Coroner.to the Health Depart- 
ment, which shall be authorized organize and 
equip a bureau for that purpose and appoint the 
necessary officers, 

2. The legal duties to the District Attorney's 

ffice. 

*"a. The judicial duties of the inquest to the 
Magistrate's Court. 
_ 4 The duties, other than those pertaining to 
the inquiry into the cause of death and inquest, 
to the Chamberlain. 

‘The report is signed by Dr. Stephen

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| NEED OF BETTER CITIZENS. 
| George Haven Putnam and James W. 


Pryor Address the League for 
Political Education. 


George Haven Putnam and James W. 
Pryor) Secretary of the City Club, talked 
about New York's needs at a meeting of 
the League for Political Education last 
night. 

Mr. Pryor urged more publicity in city 
affairs, saying that the news of the press 
was inadequate to inform every adult of 
everything that transpired, whereas such 
general information ought to be furnished 
by somebody. 

Mr. Putnam said the city needed citizens 
whom he defined to be those willing to give 
continuous attention to public affairs. It 
had been said, he recalled,. that 1,000 men 
controlled local intiative gqitizenship, in- 
cluding the great private charities, and he 
estimated that there were not more than 
10,000 who took the advised continuous in- 
terest. These 10,000 were confronted with 


apathy, which was worse than opposition, 
and it had come to be the case that men of 
the city did not even knew much about 
what was going on. Even the citizens 
nominating bodies often did not know 
enough to nominate. This was not true, 
said the speaker, in the case of Tammany 
Hall, where the qualifications of every 
man, from high to low, were well known 

He spoke of the ‘ citizens’ administr2- 
tien,” referring to the present city govern- 
ment. In considering official acts, he said, 
one should make allowances for humat 
fallibility, and should remember the in- 
heritances of waste and extravagance from 
previous administrations, especially from 
the last Tammany rule, It must be re- 
membered, incidentally, tnat the present 
District Attorney, no matter if he some- 
times said things that other folks did not 
like, was doing something—a rather novel 
state of being for a District Attorney in 
this county.

Money on Fuel Orders, Whose 
Integrity It Attacks. 


Orders for hundreds of tons of coal some 
of which, it is alleged, were spurious, were 
the pledge given by Alfred F. Engelharat, 
said to be the, President of the Powhatan 
Coal Company of 32 Broadway for a loan 
of $3,200, which he is declared to have se- 
cured from the Manufacturers’ Commercial 
Company of 320 Broadway, on Feb. 2, and 
as a result of ‘which transaction he was 
locked up last night at Police Headquar- 
ters. Frank E. Anderson, President of the 


loaning corporation, is the complainant in 
the case. The money, he says, was loaned 
to Engelhardt on his representation that 
it was to be used to purchase coal for his 
customers, who from the orders, seemed 
te be responsible buyers. 

The unusual collateral was accepted and 
deposited in the company’s ee oxes 
and no question arose until last week, when 
Mr. Engelhardt applied for a supplemental 
loan of $12,000 on further orders which he 
said his company had just received. Then 
the Commercial Company say they started 
an investigation only to find that the or- 
ders they held were in some instances re- 
pudiated by those who purported to have 
issued them and that in other cases the re- 
puted buyers could not be found. An ap- 
pointment was made with Mr. Engelhardt, 
therefore, at the Commercial Company’s 
office, and when he arrived there late in 
the afterno he found Detective Foye 
waiting to arrest him. According to Foye, 
Engelhardt admitted receiving the loan, 
but insisted that it would be paid when it 
was due. 

Engelhardt said he was thirty-nine years 
old, and lived at 247 Bainbridge Street, 
Brooklyn. 

According to the current Copartnership 
and Corporation Directory the Powhatan 
Coal and Coke Company of 32 Broadway 
is inoperative. The Powhatan Company is 
given at the same address, and its officers 
are stated as follows: President, A. F. En- 
gelhardt, and Secretary, C. 8. Reynolds; 
these two officers with George M. Knox, 
constituting the Boatd of Directors.

ARCHBISHOP FARLEY 
FEARS INFIDELITY 


Justice Morgan J. O’Brien Dis- 
cusses the Philippines. 


Judge McDonough Says the Friars ‘Will 
Get Justice—Fordham Alumni Cheer 
Suggestion of Cardinal’s Hat 
for Mgr. Farley. 


Archbishop Farley, John T. McDonough, 
who has been appointed Judge of the 
Philippines; Justice Morgan J. O’Brien of 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, and the Rev. Father G. Pettit, 
rector of Fordham College, were among 
the speakers at the annual dinner of the 
Fordham College Alumni Association last 
evening at Delmonico’s. More than 150 
graduates of the institution were present. 

Archbishop Farley, who was enthusias- 
tically received, expressed his retaining 
love for his Alma Mater. He told of a re- 
cent interview with a man whom he de- 
scribed, whose name he withheld, but who 
he said was a Presbyterian and had been 
Governor of one of the greatest States in 
the Union, who had said that the two 
greatest enemies ofthe Government of the 
United States were infidelity and threat- 
ened anarchism. In this the Archbishop 
said he concurred. Those evils he wouid 
single out as the most dangerous to free 
institutions. He said that this man had 
told him that the Catholic Church was the 
only thing that could check and eventually 
obliterate these dangers, 

Speaking of the Philippines, Judge Mc- 
Donough said that results could not be 
accomplished in a day, that time was re- 
quired. He referred to the history of the 
United States in the years following the 
civil war, and told of the military govern- 
ments that were established in the re- 
claimed States. Almost the same condi- 
tion, he said, prevailed now in the Philip- 


ines. He said that military governments 

ad been established and had been super- 
seded by a civil government, which it was 
hoped would give the people of the islands 
as great freedom and independence and 
happiness as. the people of the Southern 
States now enjoy. 

Referring to the religious troubles in the 
islands, Mr. McDonough said that there 
was no doubt some ground for the criticism 
of the friars, but asked that the other side 
of the question be considered. He talked 
of the history of the friars. In America 
he said the white men had found the un- 
civilized aborigines, but instead of edu- 
cating and civilizing and Christianizing 
them, the white man had killed them off. 

The friars in the Philippines, he said, 
had done differently—they had taken up 
the education of the natives and had es- 
tablished and maintained schools, and the 
result was that the newcomers to the isl- 
ands, with their new civilization, would 
not have the task of converting the abo- 
rigines from paganism. He declared that 
thé friars would receive full measure of 
justice in the ultimate disposal of their 
lands. He told of the growth of America’s 
interests in the Far East, and said, ‘“‘ We 
would be remiss to the people of this nation 
who are to come after us if we were to 
neglect them.”’ 

Morgan J. O’Brien’s toast was, ‘‘ Let Us 
Kill the Lawyers,” but he changed the 
theme to ‘Let Us Protect the Lawyers.” 
He told of the work the men of the legal 
profession had done in the upbuilding of 
the Nation after its freedom had been won 
with the sword, and said that had it not 
been for the work of legal minds the prize 
won by the valiant service of thousands 
on the field of battle would have been lost 
in the turbulent, indecisive days following 
their successes, 

“To-day,” he said, ‘the great and burn- 
ing question under our Constitution is the 
question in the Philippines. No matter 
what we believe as to the Constitution fol- 
lowing the flag or the flag following the 
Constitution, the questions there consid- 
ered will be settled with-due consideration 
of the rights and liberties and happiness 
of that people.’”’ 

Father James J. Dougherty, who succeed- 
ed Archbishop Farley as rector of St. Ga- 
briel’s Church, in the course of his address 
on *‘ Alma Mater and the Church,” prophe- 
sied the elevation of Archbishop Farley to 
the position of Cardinal, and this cvdked 
tremendous and long-continued applause. 

Other speakers were the Rev. Father 
Pettit, Thomas B. Lawler, the Rev. John 
Scully, ex-rector of Fordham; M. J. Swee- 
ney, Dr. James N. Butler, John C. Mc- 
Neilly, Seldon B. McLaughlin, and John 
Whalen. Richard 8. Treacy, President of 
the Alumni Association, presided as toast- 
master. 


TRUST COMPANY STOPS. 


Monmouth County Concern Follows the 
First National Bank of As- 
bury Park. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ASBURY PARK, N. J., Feb. 16.—Official 
announcement of the formal closing of the 
Monmouth Trust and Safe Deposit Com- 
pany was made this morning, when State 
Bank Examiner L. R. Vredenburg caused 
the following notice to be posted: 

The Monmouth Trust and Safe Deposit Com- 
pany is closed by authority _of the Commissioner 
of Banking and Insurance of New Jersey until 
further notice, 

Examiner Vredenburg also had this an- 
nouncement placarded this morning: 

Any one desiring to arrange for the payment 
of outstanding checks, notes, or drafts will be 
permitted to enter. 

A number of depositors who issued checks 
which failed to be paid before the trust 
company was closed last Friday called at 
the institution this morning and deposited 
cash with Examiner Vredenburg to meet 
these belated obligations. Others who had 
notes falling due did the same. Several de- 


positors desired to gain admittance to in- 
quire concerning the possibility of the con- 
cern opening up for regular business, but 
the guard at the door would not allow them 
to get inside. 

Lawyer Samuel A. Patterson, one of the 
Directors of the institution, said to-day: 

‘The deposits held by the Monmouth 
Trust Company aggregate $315,000. Most 
of this money has been loaned to patrons 
on what is considered good collateral. 
Should the company open for regular busi- 
ness there would undoubtedly be a run on 
the institution to such an extent that it 
could not be met, for the reason that there 
is not ready cash in all the banks in this 
vicinity to stand the pressure.”’ 

Mr. Patterson further said that in his 
mind Attorney General McCarterof Newarh 
would soon ask the court for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the trust company, in 
order that the concern might be reorgan- 
ized and opened again speedily for the re- 
sumption of business. Lawyer Edmund 
Wilson of Red Bank will probably be named 
as the receiver. 

National Bank Examiner J. W. Schofield 
is now working on the books of the First 
National Bank, and says the prospect is 
cheering for a resumption under reor- 
ganization. The bank was open this morn- 
ing to those who desired to arrange for the 
payment of notes or checks. 


EXPLOSION IN A PRISON. 


Three Men Scaided at Auburn Through 
the Bursting of a Pipe—One 
Likely to Die. 


ROCHESTER, Feb. 16.—By the explosion 
this morning of a water pipe in the boiler 
room of the State Prison at Auburn, which 
dashed a three-inch stream of water into 
the fire pit of the. 100-horse power boiler, 
three men were injured. 

One of the injured, James R. Angel, a 
keeper, is so badly scalded that it is feared 
he will not recover. The other two, William 
Gard, a guard, and Clarence Bailey, a cun- 
vict, are not dangerously hurt.

ECONOMY POLICY PLANNED 
FOR LEHIGH VALLEY ROAD. 


Special Committee to Recommend Re- 
trenchments in Order to Facilitate 
the Resumption of Dividends. 


A wave of reform in the way of economy 
will strike the Lehigh Valley Railroad this 
week, when at the monthly meeting of the 
Board of Directors to-morrow the commit- 
tee appointed at January’s meeting of the 
Directors wil! make its report. This com- 
mittee was appointed at the meeting of the 
Board of Directors immediately after the 
annual meeting, for the purpose of making 
an examination and of submitting recom- 
mendations for a further reorganization of 
the administration of the road, and for 
retrenchments preliminary to efforts which 


would lead té,an early resumption of divi- 
dend payments. The report of this com- 
mittee, of which President Thomas of the 
road is Chairman, will, it is understood, be 
very sweeping. 

Besides other recommendations it will 
prepose a reduction of the traffic depart- 
ment of the road, with a view of reducing 
expenses by cutting down the salaries of 
some of the higher traffic officials and 
abolishing other positions which are pay- 
ing high salaries, but which, it is believed, 
can be done without. 

According to the understanding in well- 
informed circles of the immediately to be 
expected changes the office of Assistant 
General Traffic Manager, now held by T. 
N. Jarvis, is to be abolished, and Mr. Jar- 
vis is to be appointed General Freight 
Agent. A. L. Foster, who now holds that 
position, is to become Division Freight 
Agent at South Bethlehem. 

In the passenger department. similar 
changes are to be made, William B. Smith, 
who has represented the road for twenty- 
five years in the Broadway district as 
General Eastern Passenger Agent, will re- 
tire. His place is to be. taken by A. A. 
Heard, at present Assistant General Pas- 
senger Agent. This office is also to be 
abolished.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 16.—It is reported 
that John R. Fanshawe will shortly retire 
from the Secretaryship of the Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad Company, receiving a salary 
for life in recognition of his faithful ser- 
vices to the company.

G. A. Cum- 
mings, who recently resigned as First Vice 
President of the Erie Railroad Company, 
{is also mentioned for the position. 


PUSHING CURRENCY BILL. 


Mr. Fowiler’s Measure Made a Continu- 
ing Order for the Rest of the 
House’s Session. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The House to- 
day, by a vote of 128 to 92, adopted a spe- 
cial order which will make the Fowler 
Currency bill a continuing order for the re- 
mainder of the session, not, however, to 


interfere with conference reports, appro- 
priation bills, and other privileged matters. 

Mr. Bartlett (Dem., Ga.,) took occasion 
to correct a misapprehension which was 
abroad that the minority had agreed on a 
substitute for the Fowler bill. He was op- 
posed to all the currency bills. 

Mr. Cannon (Rep., IlL,) called attention 
to the late day in the session, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was too late to 
properly consider currency legislation. Still, 
he would not vote against giving the Fow- 
ler bill consideration. If it should eventual- 
ly pass, he said, he hoped it would be after 
eareful consideration and amendment in 
important particulars. 


CAR COUPLER ACT AMENDED. 


House Passes the Senate Bill Altering 
Safety Appliance Laws. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The House to- 
day passed the Senate bill to amend the act 
of March 2, 1898, to compel common car- 
riers to equip their cars with automatic 
couplers. Mr. Wanger, (Rep., Penn.,) who 
had charge of the bill, explained that it 
would compel the railroads to equip with 
couplers tenders which had been held not 
to be cars, and would also require a more 
general use of air brakes. 

Mr. Ryan (Dem., N. Y.,.) said he favored 
all the amendments proposed in the bill to 
the safety appliance laws save an amend- 
ment inserted by the House Committee 
which would give the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission power to reduce the 
minimum number of cars to be equipped 
with power brakes below 50 per cent. 

Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., Ohio,) explained 
that a misunderstanding existed among the 
members of labor organizations relative to 
the parliamentary status of this bill. It 
had never been, he said, before the Com- 
mittee on Rules. Speaking to the merits of 
the bill, he said that many of the labor or- 
ganizations strongly opposed the amend- 
ment antagonized by Mr. Ryan, but they 
preferred to have the bill pass with this 
amendment in it than to have it fail. 

Mr. Daizell bore out what Mr. Grosvenor 
had said relative to the bill and the Com- 
mittee on Rules. In his whole legislative 
experience, he said, he had never been so 
beset by- telegrams, petitions, and resolu- 
tions relative to a measure, and yet the bill 
had never been before the Rules Commit- 
tee.

duces panics. 

“The more you spend, the 
more you make” is truer than 
you may believe. But when 
everybody is spending freely, 
everybody has money to spend ; 
and the great equilibrium of 
human economy brings it flow- 
ing back to its source again, as 
the spring to the river, river to 
sea, sea to cloud and rain— 
back to the spring again. 

But to come back to store- 
keeping—the great public gives 
little thought to the real 
earnestness and responsibility 
that attaches -to a great retail 
business such as this.

“The people of Buffalo, irrespective of 
party, are opposed to the bill,” said Sena- 
tor Davis, ‘‘ because the transferring of 
voters in Buffalo to carry primary elections 
is not practiced, as it is in New York.

BILLS IN THE LEGISLATURE. 


ALBANY, Feb. 16.—These bills were in- 
troduced in the Senate to-night: 


By Senator RAMSPERGER—Providing that 
‘‘ where a tenement house heretofore erected on 
a corner lot, which is not more than 100 feet in 
depth, has a yard on the side thereof which does 
not face the street, which yard is not less than 
ten feet in width at any point and runs the en- 
tire length of such tenement house, the fact that 
the yard at the rear of such tenement house is 
not more than three feet in width shall not be 
deemed a violation of thfs act.’’ 

By Senator BRACKETT—Extending the privi- 
lege of free burial for the bodies of military or 
naval veterans to those of widows of such vet- 
erans, if married prior to 1890, if they are such 
widows at time of death.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 16.—The storm that was 
over West Virginia Sunday night has passed off 
the Virginia coast, while the one that was on the 
Texas coast has moved northeastward with great 
rapidity and increasing development to extreme 
Western North Carolina, causing a continuance 
of rains and snows from the Ohio Valley and 
lower lake region eastward and southward. 
Heavy rains again fell in the South Atlantic and 
the Gulf States. 

In the Middle Mississippi Valley and the South- 
west the weathér has cleared, while in the West 
it has been fair. The cold waye has spread to 
the southeastward, and the temperatures are 10 
to 84 degrees below the seasonal average through- 
out the entire country, except in the Atlantic 
States. They have risen considerably in the ex- 
treme Central West and extreme Northwest. 

There will be snow to-morrow morning in the 
Middle Atlantic States and rain on the South At- 
lantic Coast, followed by clearing weather 
There will be snow to-morrow in the lower lake 
region and in New England, followed by fair 
weather Wednesday. Elsewhere the weather will 
be generally fair to-morrow and Wednesday, ex- 
cept in the extreme Northwest, where snow is 
probable Wednesday. 

The cold wave will reach the Atlantic Coast 
during to-morrcw, with temperatures to the 
freezing point or lower as far South as Central 
Florida and close to zero over the extreme North- 
ern districts. It will continue cold Wednesday in 
the Atlantic States, the Ohio Valley, and lower 
lake region. It will be warmer in the extreme 
West to-morrow and Wednesday,, and warmer 
Wednesday in the Mississippi and’ Missouri Val- 
leys and the Guif States, 

On the New England and Middle Atlantic Coast 
the winds wil] te high north; on the South At- 
jlantic Coast, high west to northwest; an the Gulf 
Coast, fresh to brisk north, probably high over 
the east portion, and on Lake Michigan, fresh 
northwest. 

Steamships departing to-morrow for European 
ports will have northerly gales and snow to the 
Grand Banks.

Supports a Bill Which Also Abolishes 
Exemption from Taxation and Pro- 
vides for Municipal Ownership. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 16.—A bill amending the 
law creating the Rapid Transit Commission 
of New York City will. be introduced in the 
Legislature to-morrow. It was brought to 
Albany this evening by Charles M. Hervey, 
who is a confidential clerk in Controller 
Grout’s office. i 

The original act provided that the board 
Should consist of the Mayor,. the Con- 
troller, the President.of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and William Steinway, Seth 
Low, John Claflin, Alexander E. Orr, and 
John H. Starin. It was a -self-perpetuat- 
ing body. 

Mr. Grout’s bill proposes that the board 
shall consist of six members who shall be 
appointed by the Mayor, and shall hold of- 
fice for six years. It is provided that the 
present board shall serve until Jan. i, 
1904. Not less than ten, days before Jan. 
1, 1904, it shall meet and choose two mem- 
bers other than the Mayor and Controlier 
to serve until Jan. 1, 1906, two to serve 
until Jan. 1, 1908, and two to serve until 
Jan. 1, 1910. 

Thereafter in November, prior to the ©x- 
piration of the respective terms of office 
of the members of the board, it is provided 
that the Mayor shall appoint their suc- 
cessors to serve for six years. Vacancies 
are to be filled by appointment by the 
Mayor for the unexpired term. 

In the present law there is a provision 
that any person or corporation that con- 
tracts with the city for rapid transit shall 
be exempt from taxation in respect to his 
cr tneir interest under the contract. Con- 
troller Grout’s bill provides that this ex- 
emption shall not extend to any contract- 
ing person, firm, or corporation so con- 
tracting subsequent to Jan. 1, 1903. 

Another provision of the bill would per- 
mit of municipal ownership of all roads 
hereafter constructed under the authority 
of the board provided the board shouia 
consider such action wise. 

Mr. Hervey gave the bill to Senator Wag- 


ner of Brooklyn, and the Senator after 
receiving a complete explanation of its 
purpose said he would introduce it to- 
morrow. In speaking of the bill, Senator 
Wagner said: 

“While a considerable number of bills 
drawn in the office of the city Controller 
are now before the Legislature, including 
the sinking fund relief plan measure, all 
of which so far have received the direct ap- 
proval of the Mayor and others responsible 
for the present city administration, I am 
informed by the Controller that this rapid 
transit bill has not as yet been presented 
for indorsement to the city authorities, and 
to that extent differs from other legisla- 
tion of the Controller now here. 

“T am informed, however, that the 
changes proposed are widely desired, and 
that the bill will receive very general ap- 
proval, . 

Mr. Grout sent to Senator Warren a copy 
of a letter addresed by him under date of 
May 10, 1902, to Andrew H. Green. This 
letter is in part as follows: 

“The rapid transit law, to my mind, is a 
piece of paternalism worthy of some im- 
perial Government, but utterly at variance 
with the American system. It is clearly 
the intention of the Constitution of the 
State that city officers should be elected 
by the electors of the city or appointed by 
the local authorities. But it would appear 
that New York City was thought unwor- 
thy or incapable of conducting its own 
transportation affairs, and so the State 
undertook to create for the city a commis- 
sion to perform duties which legitimately 
belong to city officials. 

‘“*In the thorough remodeling of this law 
which is due to come next Winter I agree 
with you that the exemption from taxation 
should be ended. It is a thing which in all 
Governments since the day when Govern- 
ment began has always been the most hate- 
ful and which should never have place or 
existence in a democracy. 

* But I would go further and say that 
the construction and operation of a tunnel 
railway should never be let in one contract, 
but always separately, and with power in 
the city either to construct or to operate 
without contract. The present contract 
was, we are informed, instantly sublet in 
sections, with a profit, said to be $8,000,- 
000, which will go far toward equipping 
what will be surely one of the most profit- 
able railways in the world. 

‘There were but two real and responsible 
bidders, and they the representatives of 
great syndicates, so enormous was the 
scope and responsibility of the contract. 
Had the contract peen for construction 
alone, divided into sections, the bidders 
would have been many and the city would 
have saved the millions. 

‘“‘I know it is the fashion to speak of 
this subway as an instance of municipal 
ownership. It may be such three genera- 
tions hence. To-day it is merely a lending 
of municipal credit with exemption from 
taxation for the benefit of individuals. 
Municipal ownership means something 
more than naked oavnership. It means 
ownership for the benefit of the city, not 
for the benefit of a private corporation. 
And whenever municipal ownership is im- 
practicable, the only recourse for the peo- 
ple is in the taxation of franchises. Here 
both remedies are taken from us, The 
city cannot beneficially own for fifty years, 
neither can it tax, and this, too, at the 
time when the doctrine of the taxation of 
franchises equally with other property is 
for the first time in the history of the State 
thoroughly established.”

GOLFERS ‘MEET 7 TO-NIGHT. - 


Open Championship Likely to Go to 
Philadelphia—Women’s Protest 
Causing Trouble, 


Everything is in readiness for the annual 
Meeting of the United States Golf Asso- 
ciation this evening at Delmonico’s. The 
only change in the generally accepted pro- 
gramme is the substitution of the Hunting- 
ton Valley Country Club, near Philadelphia, 
for the open championship, instead of Bal- 
tusrol. The application of the Philadelphia 
Club was received at the Secretary’s office 
late last week. Samuel Y. Heebner, the 
Treasurer of the National Association and 
President of the Philadelphia Golf Asso- 
@iation, is strongly in favor of Huntington 
Valley, and may present the application. 
The Executive Committee is practically in 
favor of it, and as the open event has never 
gone to the Quaker City that is a strong 
argument for the award of that contest to 


Philadelphia. The amateur championship 
ig practically fixed for Nassau County at 
Gien Cove, and, notwithstanding the pro- 
tests that are to be presented by the wo- 
men of the Metropolitan district and per- 
haps from Boston against granting the wo- 
men’s championship to Chicago, it may be 
considered as prectinady settled that the 
West will get the award.

The games drew a large number of club- 
men to the courts, delegations coming.from 
Philadelphia, Boston, and Tuxedo.

Shaw did not have a particularly danger- 
ous opponent in W. B. Dinsmore, Jr., for 
the Bostonian could allow the latter a fair 
handicap in order to make the chances of 
a game partially equal. Dinsmore, however, 
is no novice at the game, and’ he has been 
steadily improving both in racquets and 
court tennis, for the last few years. Dins- 
more effectually surprised his friends and 
the partisans of Shaw as well in the first 
set, for he opened with terrific force and 
showed surprising agilit in returning 
Shaw’s services from difficult positions. 
While Shaw was studying the strong and 
weak points of the New Yorker's game 
Dinsmore was gradually drawing further in 
the lead, and Shaw, seeing that his op. o- 
nent had a decided advantage, made little 
defense toward the close. insmore won 
the first set therefore by 15 to 7. 

That was the end of Dinsmore’s win- 
ning, for Shaw let himself out with all of 
his force and all of his tricks in placing 
balls thereafter, and by winning three 
straight sets, won the match, He took the 
first in 15 to 7.

Senate Judiciary Committee En- 
larges the Measure’s Scope. 


AMENDS 


Changes in Provisions Governing Inter- 
State Commerce —Committee Di- 
vided—Bill Will Be Reported. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The » Senate 
Committee on the Judiciary to-day conclud- 
ed consideration of the Littlefield Anti- 
Trust bill and decided to report it to the 
Senate, with a number of very important 
amendments. The mdst important changes 
Were made in connection with Sections 6 
and 7 of the House bill, for which the Sen- 
ate committee will recommend complete 
substitutes. 

It was over these two substitutes that the 
committee had its sharpest contest and 
closest votes. They were carried by the 
full Democratic vote with the assistance of 
three Republicans, the Senators voting for 
the amendments being Messrs. Hoar, Nel- 
s0n, and McComas, Republicans, and Ba- 
con, Peitus, Turner, Blackburn, and Cul- 
berson, Democrats. The negative votes 
Were cast by Senators Platt, (Conn.,) 
Clark, (Wyoming,) Fairbanks, Simon, and 
Depew, al] Republicans. 

Only two votes were cast against the 
final motion to report the bill. These were 
those of Senator Platt (Conn.) and Senator 
Clark, (Wyoming.) 

Senator Nelson offered a substitute for 
the entire bill, specifically declaring against 
mergers on the part of combinations, but 
it was not accepted. 

Section 6, as the bill passed the House; 
prohibited persons engaged in violating the 
provisions of the law from using any of the 
instrumentalities of inter-State commerce. 
This purpose is retained in the substitute of 
the Senate committee, but the scope of the 
provision is enlarged, so that as agreed on 
it reads as follows: 


That no corporation engaged in the production, 
manufacture, or sale of any article which may 
be.the subject of inter-State commérce, attempt- 
ing» to monopolize the production, manufacture, 
or sale thereof, in any State by discrimination 
in prices, or by giving special privileges or re- 
bates, or in any other mann?r whatever, in 
order to prevent or hinder competition therein 
with respect to such article, shall in any way 
engage in inter-State commerce for the purpos2 
ef aiding or facilitating, either directly or in- 
directly, such production, manufacture, or sale, 
with intent to monopolize the production, manu- 
facture, or sale of any such article; nor shall 
any other _person or corporation in any way en- 
gage in inter-State commerce, in buying, selling, 
or disposing of any such article of commerce, 
for the purpose of enabling such first-mentioned 
corporation to engage in or to continu: to en- 
Bage in such production, manufacture, or sale, 
with such intent. 

The business of any person or corporation en- 
gaged in the manufacture, production, or sale of 
any manufactured article that may be the subject | 
of inter-State commerce, which by feason of 
ownership or control of lands, growing timber, or 
other vegetable products, or containing coal, oil, 
iron, or other minerals or metals used in the 
manufacture of such articles, or by reason of 
ownership or control of the instrumentalities | 
of manufacture, production, or sale, shall have 
the power to control or affect, in whole or in | 

art, the prices of said articles throughout the 

Inited States, so as to prevent, forestall, stifle, 
destroy, or hinder competition therein, and 
which shall be so conducted, in whole or in part, 
as to .prevent, forestall, stifle, destroy, or 
hinder such competition, is hereby declared to 
be a monopoly within the meaning of this sec- 
tion. The foregoing definition shall not be held 
to include a business founded on a se¢eret process, 
so’ long as the secret is confined to\ one manu- 
facturer or producer. 

Any person violating either of the provisions 
of this section, or aiding, abetting, assisting, or 
counseling any other person or corporation to 
violate the same, shall, on conviction, be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than five thousand 
dollars or by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not more than five years,.or by both such . fine 
and imprisonment, at the discretion of the court. 
Any eorporation violating the provisions Of this 
section shall for every such act forfeit to the 
United States thé-sum of -five thousand dollars; 
tobe reéovered a8 in other cases of penalties; 
and for the puree, of said forfeiture’every sale 
of: goods, Wares, or merchandise for shipment 
outside the. State..where..gaid corporation: is 
loeated and doing business with the intent so to 
monopolize, and every contract. for such. sale, 
and every shipment of such articles pursuant to 
such sale or contract, and every act of dis- 
crimination, with ‘such intent in prices or of 
giving special privileges or rebates, shall be con- | 
sidered a violation of this section. 

The new section also ‘prescribes the con- 
ditions under which it shall be unlawful 
for any corporation hereafter organized to 
engage in inter-State commerce. These 
conditions are as follows: 


1.—If the capital stock of such corporation has 
been fixed at a sum greater than the sum actual- 
ly paid.in in. cash or in property at its actual 
cash value, unless the excess has been actually 
subscribéd by bona-fide subscribers and is sub- 
ject to'call in the manner provided by the law 
of the State where organized. 

2.—If the paid-up capital stock of such corpo- 
ration ‘has been increased by the purchase with 
its own stock of the stock of other corporations 
ata value in excess of a fair cash value of the 
latter, or paid for with its own stock at a valu- 
ation less than a fair cash value. 

8.—If the paid-up capital stock of such corpo- 
ration has been increased by the purchase with 
its own stock at par or less of property at a valu- 
ation based on earning capacity and good will, 
when stich valuation is in excess of the cost of 
@uplicating said property if the property be 
manufacturing or producing plants, railways or 
steam vessels, or is.in excess of its fair. cash 
vatue if the property be mines, real estafe, or 
any class of unimproved property. 

Section 7 of the House bill. imposes a 
fine of $5,000 on common carriers for the 
violation of this act or of the existing inter- 
State commerce law. The substitute uses 
the word: “ corporation”. instead of the 
words *‘common carrier,’ and provides for 
a forfeit to the United States, and adds: 

For the purposes of said forfeiture every sale 
of goods, wares, or merchandise for shipment 
outside the State where said corporation is 
jocated and doing business, and every contract 
for such saie,‘and every shipment of such arti- 
eles pursuant to such sale or contract, and if 
such corporation be « common carrier, every day 
that it engages in the business of carrying on 
Inter-State commerce, shali constitute a viola- 
tion of this section. 

A fine of $5,000 or imprisonment -for five 
years or both is imposed.on persons who 
may knowingly cause or aid any corpora- 
tioh to violate these statutes. 

Many other changes were made in the 
text of the bill. The first few lines of 
Section 1 were stricken out and the fol- 
lowing substituted: 


That whenever the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission in. cases of common carriers, or the 
Department of Commerce and Labor..in. other 
cases, shall deem it desirable to inquire wheth- 
@r-any corporation engaged in inter-State or 
foreign commerce has restrained or monopolized 
such trade ‘or commerce, or attempted to re- 
strain or monopolize such trade or commerce, 
said Inter-State Commerce Commission or the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, as the 
case may be, shall. require such corporation to 
file returns with the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission, or the Department of Commerce and 

at such times as said commis¢ion or the 
ae wont of Commerce and Labor may re- 
q , which returns shall be in addition to any 
other returns required by law. Any corporation

SHIP SUBSIDY BILL AGAIN. 


Senator Hanna Is Trying to Force Ac- 


tion in the House.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—A last effort 
is now being made to get the Ship Subsidy 
bill up. in the House. It passed the Senate 
at the last session, but did not get out of 
the House Committee on Merchant Marine 
ana Fisheries. If it does not pass at this 
session the work must be begun all over 
again at the next Congress. 

The House committee has not acted cn 
this measure this session and has had only 
one meeting since the holiday recess. At 
last accounts there was a formidable ma- 
jority of the committee opposed to the bill 
and it was the general idea that the 
measure was dead as Caesar. 

Senator Hanna has been quietly at work 
trying to find some way to have the bill 
reported. It has been rumored that Mr. 
Hanna had gained over some of the Re- 
publicans and hoped to have the bill acted 
on some time when the Democrats were 
absent. It is also said that some Democrats 
had been won over. 

These men are now counted upon to 
make a favorable report: Grosvenor, Chair- 
man; Young of Pennsylvania, Green| of 
Massachusetts, Wachter of Maryland, 
Vreeland of New York, Littlefield of Maine, 
all Republicans, and Small of North Caro- 
lina, McDermott of New Jersey, and Bel- 
mont of New York, Democrats. There are 
seventeen members of the committee and 
the subsidy people would thus have a ma- 
jority. An effort was de to-day to have 
a meeting of the committee held to-mor- 
row, but it was found that some of the 
members could not attend and it was de- 
ferred until Thursday. 

Should Mr. Hanna succeed in getting the 
bill out of committee his work will be 
only begun. There is violent hostility to it 
on the part of the Republicans of the West. 
Mr. Burton of Ohio will assume the lead- 
ership of the Republican opposition if the 
bil’ ever gets before the House, and wil! be 
followed by a solid phalanx of Mississippi 
Valley men. Unless Democrats should de- 
sert their party on the question it is hard 
to see how the subsidy men could win. 
*The Northwestern members have stood 
out for a freight instead of a speed sub- 
sidy and have also demanded that the bill 
should be framed so as to encourage the 
building of new ships and not be a bene- 
faction for old ships which have practicaily 
earned their cost and should be relegated 
to the junk pile. 

They have a substitute to offer, based 
on the freight-payment idea. and will in- 
sist on anti-trust features that will prob- 
ably be attached to tke bill if it is passed 
ané that will not maize it popular in the 
Senate. 

The friends of the bill say that what 
they want is to find out just where they 
stand, and that is the reason they are 
pressing for a vote.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The President 
to-day sent to the Senate the nomination of 
George Bruce Cortelyou of New York to be 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor, and the 
Senate confirmed the nomination. Mr. Cor- 
telyou’s appointment has long been antici- 
pated. He will be succeeded by William J. 
Loeb, now Assistant Secretary to the Presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Cortelyou’s nomination was referred 
to the committee after the Senate went 


into exccutive session and the committee 
was polled on the floor. Senator Depew 
reported the nornination with a favorable 
recommendation.. He asked for immediate 
action, and the Senate stamped the nomina- 
tion with its cordial approval by confirm- 
ing it unanimously on the day it was re- 
ceived. 

Ytoth the President and Mr. Cortelyou 
have been inundated with congratulations 
from all sections and classes of the coun- 
try on the appointment. 

Though there are candidates for the As- 
sistant Secretaryships, the chief interest 
has centred around the President's selection 
for Commissioner of Corporations for the 
new department. He séettied that to-day 
by deciding upon the appointment of James 
Garfield of Ohio, who. is now a Civil 
Service Commissioner. This nomination 
will be sent to the Senate in a few days. 

The Commissioner of Corporations is the 
officer who will have charge of the matters 
relating to ‘‘ publicity ’’ for the trusts un- 
der the Nelson amendment. That amend- 
ment was the President's plan, and Mr. 
Garfield is his. selection to carry it into 
effect. 

Mr. Garfield is a son of the late Presi- 
dent, and has been active in Ohlo politics 
for many years. He is not the choice of 
Senators Hanna and Foraker for the Com- 
missionership, but they have acquiesced in 
his appointment. The President thinks 
ey oe him, and both his appointments 
may said to have been personal rather 
than political ones. ;

PLANNING TO BREAK 
SENATE DEAD-LOCK 


Effort Will Be Made to Displace 
the Statehood Bill. 


Republican Leaders Reject Senator 
Spooner’s Cloture Scheme—May 
Force an Extra Session. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Much time was 
spent to-day by Republican Senators in 
conference in an effort to arrive at a satis- 
factory solution of the legislative dead- 
lock in the Senate caused by the Statehood 
bill, and after the,Senate adjourned the Re- 
publican steering committee held a meet- 
ing with the same end in view. 

No absolute decision was reached, but the 
favorite plan is to attempt to displace the 
Statehood bill with some measure which 
will catch the votes,of many of the friends 
of the Statehood measure, such as the 
Littlefield Anti-Trust bill to be reported 
to-morrow from the Senate Committee on 
the Judiciary or the Hight Hour bill. 
this plan upon later investigation or actual 
experiment should preve impracticable the 
Compromise Statehood bill probably will be 
reported from the Committee on Territories, 
and an effort will be made to pass it by 
continuous sessions, thus exhausting de- 
bate. 


When the steering committee adjourned 
the understanding was that the proposed 
coup should be undertaken to-morrow or 
next day. 

It had been reported earlier in the day 
that Senator Spooner would bring in 
cloture resolution in the shape of a propo- 
sition that there should be two hours’ de- 
bate on the Statehood bill and then a vote. 
This would be reactionary in the extreme 
from the Senate point of view, and only a 
most critical situation would justify it in 


the minds of Senators. It was at once de- 
clared that if Senator Spooner should in- 
troduce such a resolution and the Commit- 
tee on Rules, of which he is Chairman, 
should report it, the friends of Statehood 
would jump at the chance to pass it, much 
as some of the old Democratic Senators ob- 
Ject to such a radical violation of the un- 
written law of the Senate. 

The steering committee discussed the 
cloture plan carefully and rejected it as 
promising no safe way out of the present 
trouble and establishing a precedent that 
was too violent and hazardous. It may be 
Stated on good authority that no cloture 
resolution will be offered. 

_The prospect of disposing of the Panama 
Canal treaty also was gone over in detail. 
The leaders desire to “sit out’’ Senator 
Morgan, who is determined to defeat the 
treaty if he can talk it to death. The dif- 
ficulty is that Senator Quay has decided to 
refuse to allow the treaty to be taken up 
again unless an agreement is made to vote 
on the Statehood bill. To-day, when Sena- 
tor Cullom asked for an executive session, 
Mr. Quay arose and said he did not wish to 
ask the Illinois Senator to violate the rules 
of the Senate as to secret sessions, but he 
should require Mr. Cullom to acquaint him 
with the purpose for which he asked an ex- 
ecutive session before he would consent. 
Thus the leaders found themselves con- 
fronted with the difficulty of getting the 
treaty up for consideration, even if they 
were able to wear Morgan out in his oppo- 
sition, 

_They also discussed the programme of ac- 
tion In case the Post Office bill should be 
taken up. The belief was expressed that a 
majority of the Senate was opposed to put- 
ting the Statehood bill con the Post Office 
bill as a rider. The names of a number of 
Democratic Senators were mentioned as in 
the list of those who would oppose such a 
course. The point was considered that some 
of the Democrats might be saying they 
would not vote for the Statehood rider 
purely for the purpose of getting the Re- 
publican leaders to allow the bill to come 
up, and then, when the rider was reached, 
would ceme out of ambush and vote for it. 
The leaders in discussing this possible out- 
come of the matter, agreed that they would 
then oppose the final passage of the Post 
Office bill itself with its amendments. It 
has been determined that the Statehood 
rider will be resisted even to the failure of 
any or all of the appropriation bills at this 
session and the risk of necessitating an 
extra session of Congress. 

The Republican leaders express the hope 
that affairs may not come to such a des- 
perate pass, but they are unable to point 
to any distinct way out of the deadlock. 
The Statehood bill will come up to-morrow 
as usual. It is the latest plan of the State- 
hood Senators to report the Post Office bill 
to-morrow, and, if possible, get it up at 
once and try conclusions on the Statehood 
rider. 


NAVAL COURT FINDS VERDICT. 


Lieut. Commander Carter Ordered to 
Washington Under Arrest After 
His Trial at Manila. 


MANILA, Feb. 16.—The court-martial of 
Lieutenant Commander Fidelio Sharps 
Carter as the result of the grounding of the 
United States steamer Piscataqua during 
the naval manoeuvres off Subig was con- 
cluded to-day after the court had been in 
session fifteen days. 

The verdict was not announced, but Lieut. 
Commander Carter has been ordered to re- 
turn to Washington under arrest, and it is 
believed that the verdict is guilty and that 
he has been sentenced to be dismissed from 
the service, 

The prosecution charged that Mr. Carter 
attempted to influence warrant officers to 
alter the reports of the accident after they 
had all been made. There were several dis- 
turbances during the trial, and it is thought 
that Mr. Carter's illness may prevent his 
dismissal. 


GOV. TAFT TO GO ON TOUR. 


MANILA, Feb. 16.—Gov, Taft is on. the 
point of starting on a week's tour of the 
Southern islands. His principal stop will 
be at Iloilo, Panay. Commissioner Ide has 
given $10,000 to the Manila General Hospi- 
tal movement. 

A monument on the spot where Gen. Law- 
ton fe)l was unveiled yesterday by Bishop 
Brent with appropriate ceremonies. 


A Lieutenant Forced to Resign. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The President 
has accepted the resignation of Second 
Lieut. Lewis C. Hamilton, Artillery Corps, 
to take effect at once, ‘‘ for the good of the 


service.”’ This action was taken on the 
recommendation of.Gen, Davis, command- 
ing the troops in the Philippines. Gen. 
Davis cabled his recommendation, and said 
he would forward the facts in the case by 
mail. None of the details of the case is 
known at the War Department. Lieut. 
Hamilton is a resident of New York. 


IMPORTANT NAVAL DRILL. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Upon the re- 
sult of three months’ hard work at target 
practice, about to be undertaken, will de- 
pend the Summer plans of the North Atlan- 
tie Squadron. The fleet is working out an 
elaborate and progressive set of exercises 
and drilis devised by the General Board, 


the purpose being to familiarize the officers 
with naval movements on a larger scale 
than has ever before been attempted in the 
United States Navy. The programme now 
in execution will determine whether the 
gun work of the ships has been so far per- 
fected os to warrant the beginning of a 
lony-distance, cruise on fleet formation. 

If this work should be undertaken next 
Summer, which, Secretary Moody says, is 
by no means certain, the North Atlantic 
Squadron will sail directly for the Azores, 
and if the combined movement is successful 
up to that point the ships may go on as far 
as Lisbon, but it is not intended that they 
shall visit Northern Europe under any con-: 
ditions. 


SIGNED BY PRESIDENT PALMA. 


HAVANA, Feb, 14.—President Palma to-

PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS 


Philippines Currency Bill Is Passed 
by the Senate. 


Senator Patterson’s Amendment Pro- 
viding for an International Mone- 
tary Conference Is Adopted. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The Senate to- 
day passed the Philippine Currency bill. 
The amendment offered by Mr. Patterson 
(Dem., Col.,) several days ago, providing 
for a conference between gold and silver 
standard countries to fix a commercial ex- 
change, was agreed to without division. 
Mr. Dubois (Dem., Idaho,) offered a sub- 
stitute for the entire bill, and briefly ex- 
plained its features. It was rejected. 

The bill as passed is the measure recom- 
mended by the House Committee on In- 
sular Affairs, but rejected by the House. 
The Senate Committee on Philippines sub- 
stituted for the measure passed by the 
House the bill of both committees, which 
has been recommended by Secretary Root 
and Gov. Taft. 

It prescribes that the unit of value in the 
Philippines shall be the gold peso, of 
twelve and nine-tenths grains of gold, 


nine-tenths fine. When the Government 
in the Philippines shall have coined and 
ready for circulation not less than five 
million of the silver pesos provided for in 
the bill, this unit of value shall be adopted. 
The gold coins of the United States, at the 
rate of orfe dollar for two pesos, are to be 
legal tender in the islands. 

The bill also provides for an additional 
coinage of 75,000,000 silver coins of the de- 
nomination of one peso, which shall be le- 
gal tender except where provided by con- 
tract. Coins of the denomination of fifty 
centavos, twenty centavos, and of ten cent- 
avos also ‘are to be provided for, all such 
coinage to be under the authority of the 
Government of the Philippine Islands, in 
such amounts as it may determine, with 
the approval of the Secretary of War. 

The bill also provides for the issue of 
certificates of indebtedness to maintain the 
parity of the silver and gold pesos, such 
certificates outstanding at any one time to 
be limited to $10,000,000, or 20,000,000 pesos. 
The Mexican dollar and the Spanish coins 
heretofore used shall be receivable for pub- 
lic dues at a rate to be fixed from time 
to time by the Civil Governor of the is- 
lands, preference, however, being given to 
the Philippine coins and certificates. 

Provision is made for the issuance of sil- 
ver certificates. The option is given for 
the coinage of the silver pesos either in 
Manila or any mint in the United States 
in which ceins shall bear inscriptions or 
devices expressing the sovereignty of the 
United States. The act making any form 
of money legal tender after Dec. 31, 1903, 
is repealed. 

Chairman Cooper of the House Commit- 
tee on Insular Affairs says that as soon 
as the bill is received from the Senate by 
the House it will be sent to conference. 


Mr. Morgan Alleges “Leaks” in Re- 


gard to What Is Said in Execu- 
tive Session. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Senator Mor- 
gan to-day. had read to the Senate a recent 
communication addresed to him by Rafael 
Reyes, Colombian Minister to Mexico, and 
which appeared in the public prints, deny- 
ing the accuracy of a certain statement al- 
leged to have been made by Mr. Morgan in 
the Senate on Feb. 12, to the effect that 
the President of Colombia had sold out and 
abdicated for $1,000,000. Mr. 
cleared that if anything was said by him it 
was in secret session of the Senate. Reyes, 
he said, seemed to be determined on the 
success of the Panama scheme. ‘“ The co- 
incidence of the double assault on me,”’ said 
Mr. Morgan, “‘ is quite cute enough to have 
been enacted in the Panama Canal school, 


and is brazen_ enough to have been pre- 
pared in the office of a New York railroad 
wrecker.”’ 

Mr. Morgan said that as the statement 
attributed to him did.not appear in the 
public records of the Senate, fe was false 
or was surreptitiously obtained. He then 
spoke of ‘‘ leaks’”’ in the Senate. For years, 
he said, he had witnesed the abuse of Sena- 
tors by eavesdropping or betrayal by per- 
sons who had the right or privilege of be- 
ing present at executive sessions of the 
Senate, and he had long since ceased to ex- 
pect anything else. t was a cowardly 
form of calling a Senator to account for re- 
marks or statements made in confidence. 
The evil seemed to be without remedy, and 
the only safety of Senators was in open ses- 
sions. Reyes violated a principle of diplo- 
macy by obtaining his information surrep- 
titiously through persons who violated their 
trust, 

‘I did not say,’ declared Mr. Morgan, 
“at any time that the President had re- 
ceived $1,000,000 as pay for resigning. I 
said that after he received $1,000,000 in 
April, 1900, he retired to his home and the 
Vice President was substituted in his 
place.”’ 

Reverting to the subject of the giving out 
of information concerning executive ses- 
sions, Mr. Morgan said: ‘‘ It is only a repe- 
tition of the crimes that have been com- 
mitted by Senators heretofore."’ It was not 
an unusual thing, he added, but no such 
accusation could be laid at his door.

A resolution was agreed to yesterday in ths 
Senate calling on the President for information 
regarding the present status of the Isle of Pines 
and what government is ®xercising authority and 
control in said Island; what instructions, if any, 
regarding said island were given at the time 
when the military occupation of Cuba by the 
United States was terminated, and what action, 
if any, has been taken for the protection of the 
interests of citizens of the United States who 
have purchased property and settled in the Isle 
of Pines. 

The Sonate has ratified the treaty of friend- 
ship recently negotiated between the United 
States and Greece. The portion of the treaty 
relating to consular trials was slightly amendsd 
in language to meet the criticism of Senator 
Hoar.

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WORKINGMEN AS CAPITALISTS. 


In his address to the students and the 
FPaculty members of the Good Govern- 
ment Club of the University of Michigan 
on Saturday evening, Judge GrosscuPp of 
the Federal Court of Appeals in Chicago 
complained of the existing economic sys- 
tem as one which excluded the working- 
man from industrial proprietorship. The 
great corporations are so organized and 
Managed, he said, that the plain people 


are distrustful of investing in their se-. 


-eurities. The result is “the separation 
ef labor from proprietorship.”” In nar- 
rewing the personnel of proprietorship 
the friends of property lose the co-oper- 
ation of the great body of workingmen. 
Labor and capital are separately mobil- 
ized instead of commingling in the com- 
mon interest. 

In support of this view Judge Gross- 
CUP pointed out that while in the last 
ten years the population of the country 
had increased 20 per cent. and its wealth 
25 per cent., bank deposits—chiefly sav- 
ings banks—had increased 160 per cent. 
in the same time. His interpretation of 
these facts is that the wage earners dis- 
trust corporate securities. 

It is, of course, altogether unlikely that 
Judge Grosscup spoke extemporaneous- 
ly, but it must be apparent to every one 
who is familiar with the history and 
business of savings banks that the Judge 
appeared before his audience without 
having fully prepared his case. The 
truth is that the wage earners.as a class 
are the chief investors in the industries 
of the country. There were 6,666,672 
savings bank depositors in 1902, and 
there stood to their credit an aggregate 
of $2,750,177,290. This vast fund is in- 
vested in real estate, mortgages, bonds 
of the United States Government, of 
States and cities, and of railroad and 
other private corporations of high stand- 
ing. Every savings bank depositor is a 
bondholder, and the savings bank is an 
admirable mechanism for enabling him 
to become one. It is managed by a 
Board of Trustees, men of large busi- 
ness and financial experience and of 
high standing in the community, who, 
without compensation for themselves, di- 
rect and determine the investment of 
the bank’s funds. Capitalists who are 
themselves experienced would be very 
giad to have such a body of men to make 
their investments. 

The workingman who is a savings 
bank depositor is in a very real sense a 
proprietor. His money is used to build 
and extend railroads and factory plants 
precisely as it would be if he were a 
shareholder. Usually, he cduld not very 
well become a shareholder, for while his 
savings bank will accept deposits from 
$1 up, he would have to put by $100 be- 
fore he could buy even a single share of 
stock—exposed all the time to the temp- 
tation to spend the money. If it be ob- 
jected that he receives but 3% per cent. 
interest from his savings bank, while 
choice industrial preferred stock would 
yield him twice that amount, the answer 
is that on the average and as a class 
savings bank depositors get as high an 
interest return as investors in corporate 
shares. It is the theory of savings bank 
laws that the wage earner must be ab- 
solutely sure of his principal. For that 
reason the range of savings bank in- 
vestments is strictly limited. He could 
have no such security in any capital 
stock investment, and if left to his own 
judgment he would, of course, often 
make risky investments, involving a 
loss which he could ill-afford to bear. 

These considerations are elementary 
in any discussior of the functions of 
savings banks. They refute altogether 
Judge Grosscup’s contention about the 
“separation of labor from proprietor- 
ship.” When he says that unless we 
have some far-reaching reconstruction of 
our corporate policy we shall find our- 
selves on the high road to Socialism, he 
makes a prediction which finds no war-

more equitable principles, and this 
result will be achieved by the association 
of men with each other in the great en- 
terprises of the world. All classes will be 
represented in these organizations, and the 
community of interest thus developed will 
certainly make impossible such unhappy 
controversies as now prevail in the an- 
thracite regions. The politicians have lost 
their heads, but the courts thus far have, 
as a rule, adhered to sound principle, 
recognizing, however, that precedent must 
be tempered by progress. 

Mr. HEWITT, we may be sure, did not 
overlook the importance of the savings 
banks as a means for making wage 
earners “ proprietors.” He had in mind 
a social and economic reform, the bring- 
ing about of conditions under which op- 
portunities for direct investment would 
be much more freely open to wage earn- 
ers and small capitalists than at pres- 
ent. The profit-sharing plan of the 
United States Steel Corporation is an al- 
most immediate fulfillment of his predic- 
tion. It is, however, a fulfillment in one 
particular case—the tendency cannot as 
yet be described as general. Publicity, 
of course, is a fundamental prerequisite; 
not the publicity of the anti-trust fa- 
natic, who would have every detail and 
secret of corporate finance disclosed to 
all rival concerns, but such reasonable 
access to the structural factors of or- 
ganization, operation, and value of as- 
sets as would inform and guide the in- 
vestors. There never was and never will 
be such a thing as absolute security for 
investors. They must take their risks, 
It is open to anybody to say that Mr, 
HeEwir?t has pictured forth an impossible 
land of the blessed, a Utopia delightful 
to dream about, but not within the 
range of practical realization. Mr. HEw- 
itT, however, had his eye fixed upon the 
future, the somewhat distant future. 
The foundation of his philosophy wa§ a 
firm belief in the efficacy of individual 
effort. Self-reliance, the sturdy striving 
of every man to do what he could to 
make himself better off in the world, 
and a disposition to shun a weak re- 
liance upon co-operative devices and 
nostrums—these were the qualities 
which Mr. Hewitt admired in a man. 


BIGNESS AND HONESTY. 

In the course of his rather too eloquent 
defense of the operators before the An- 
thracite Commission President Barr of 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
said: ‘‘ This company is too big to be dis- 
honest. It means to deal fairly with all 
men. It means it because its manage- 
ment is honest and its policy is honest.” 

There is no obvious connection between 
bigness and honesty. Large men may

portation, in violation of the law and in- 
tended to put money in the pockets of the 
officers making them, have been given 
by some of the most extensive corpora- 
tions in the United States. Competitors 
have been crushed in illegal and cruel 
fashion by companies of the greatest 
magnitude. Indeed, there are certain 
crimes which powerful corporations can 
commit with greater safety than small 
ones. The records of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission and of investigating 
committees of Congress show this only 
too plainly. Improper influencing of leg- 
islative bodies, for example, one of the 
vilest offenses possible in a _ republic, 
may be as tempting to little companies 
as to big ones, but it is not so easily or 
so often practiced. 

Mr. BAErR’s assertion that his company 
means to deal fairly with all men “ he- 
cause” its management is honest is a 
non sequitur. is no relation of 
cause and effect between the second as- 
sertion and the first. The alleged 
“cause ’”’ is only a repetition. There was 
altogether too much of this spirit in 
some of Mr. BAER’s other statements. It 
is not convincing or persuasive or be- 
coming, and it goes far to explain some 
of the difficulties which his company 
has had in the management of its rela- 
tions with its employés.

THE NEW WHITE HOUSE. 

The attempt, on the part of a few of 
the wilder and woollier of the Demo- 
cratic members of Congress, to make a 
political issue out of the improvement of 
the White House is as unpromising as 
it is inappropriate. It is doubtless true 
that the President has taken a personal 
interest’ in the additions and alterations. 
But it is by no means true that he has 
insisted on anything being done which 
was not for the benefit of the building. 
In the first place, no such thing has been 
done. In the second place, in choosing 
Mr. McKim for the architect of the new 
White House, which is in fact the old, 
the President simply gave effect to and 
ratified a choice already made, with a 
remarkably close approximation to una- 
nimity, by the architectural profession of 
the country, and to that profession abun- 
dantly vindicated by the work done un- 
der it. 

The choice wes, in fact, indicated by 
the great success of the plans for the 
new Washington with which Mr. McKim 
had so much to do. Those plans, in 
fact, proposed a restoration, a recurrence 
to the original plan of the city made by 
L'ENFant and approved by Wasuina- 
ton. And the work at the White House, 
as has already been explained in these 
columns, has similarly and almost to the 
same degree been a work of restoration, 
a carrying out of the purpose of the 
original architect, according to indica- 


y 
o 


tions furnished by his plans, but most 
of all by work actually executed but ig- 
nored and some of it demolished by later 
builders, who were ignorant or careless 
as to what the original intention was. 
Mr. McKr has done this work, not only 
with artistic intelligence and sensibility, 
but with a pious respect for the original 
he was restoring. The result is that, ac- 
cording to the best judges, the White 
House ‘is precisely the fittest dwelling 
house in the United States for the exer- 
cise of that National hospitality which 
a main purpose of its erection is to dis- 
pense. 

It is conceivable that some members of 
Congress should not like it. What they 
dislike about it is probably precisely the 
simplicity and moderation, the chastity 
and. good taste, which belong to the res- 
toration of a Colonial mansion and 
which, to critics of another kind, consti- 
tute its chief charm. They doubtless re- 
sent the absence of that “ palatial mag- 
nificence’’ which is to be found in so 
many hotels and so many steamboats 
and so many barrooms, but which is ex- 
pressly renounced in the President's 
house. They ought to be delighted with 
the recent decoration of the Old Hall of 
Representatives in the Capitol, about 
which we have already had something to 
say. It is quite certain that nobody who 
likes the new work at the Capitol will 
like the new work at the White House. 
But it by no means follows that it is the 
architect of the latter who is to blame. 


THE NEW UNITED STATES DISTRICT 
JUDGE. 

A task of much responsibility in the 
selection of the United States Judge re- 
cently authorized by Congress rests upon 
the President, and, incidentally, under 
the practice in such matters, upon the 
two Senators from this State. Whatever 
we may think of the practice, it is well 
established, and it is recognized by Mr. 
ROOSEVELT that the wishes of the Sena- 
tors of his own party shall be, if not ab- 
rnolutely respected, considered in such an 
appointment. 

It is to be hoped that the choice will 
fall upon a fit man. The need of another 
Judge has been very pressing. The po- 
sition is one of the very highest impor- 
tance, not only because of the variety 
and nature of the business constantly 
arising in this district, but because with 
the very best incumbent the rapid growth 
of the business will surely tax his effi- 
ciency and test his character to the ut- 
most. The court has to deal with a 
large number of criminal cases, often of 
serious nature. It has to deal with a 
constantly increasing number of civil 
cases, including those that arise from 
the foreign trade of this port, by far the 
most extensive in the Union, It has to 
deal with a vast range of admiralty cases 
also arising from the immense shipping 
trade of the port. With a Judge of the 
greatest capability, energy, industry, and 
knowledge the court is bound to be 
pressed almost from the outset. 

It hardly need be said that only a man 
of the highest character and of estab- 
lished reputation for integrity, firmness, 
anc impartiality should be taken. Parti- 
san politics should not have a controll- 
ing influence in the selection. It shouid 
not, indeed, have any influence whatever, 
but we are aware that that is a coun- 
se] of perfection which none of those 
having the determination of the matter 
will be likely seriously to heed. But we 
venture to appeal to our Senators to con- 
sider only the very best Republican that 
can be secured for the position. In the 
long run that would be the best for their 
party, and it would win for them the re- 
spect of those who understand this case, 
which ought to be attractive. 

And we appeal still more emphatically 
to the bar of New York, and to that part 


of it that practices chiefly in the Fed- | 


eral courts, to make their influence felt 
in this appointment. They are the real 
experts whose opinion, if carefully 
formed and clearly and earnestly pre- 
sented, must have weight with the Sen- 
ators and with the President. The 
standard of judicial fitness in the Fed- 
eral judiciary of this district has always 
been high. It has been kept so in large 
degree by the influence of the Federal 
bar, which also has maintained a pecu- 
liarly high reputation. It is especiaily 
desirable at this juncture that that in- 
fluence should be exerted carefully and 
vigorously. It is within bounds of mod- 
eration to say that no appointment like- 
ly to be made by President RoosEvEe.LtT 
will have more serious effect on the per- 
manent interests of the metropolis and 
its vast commerce than this. It is of the 
utmost importance that it should be the 
best possible. 


AMBASSADOR TOWER’S UNIFORM, 

Our Berlin cable dispatch, published 
Sunday, tells of the consternation creat- 
ed in the Prussian capital by the appear- 
ance of the American Ambassador, in a 
costume of his own devising, with a 
stripe of gold lace two inches wide down 
his trousers, and a cocked hat with a 
white plume. Possibly some of the more 
earnest and austere Republicans in Con- 
gress, of the democratic variety, may 
feel moved to make protest, especially if 
they learn that the same Ambassador 
wore the same uniform at the Court of 
the Czar which he has now carried to the 
Court of the Kaiser. 

The Ambassador, however, is perfectly 
within his rights. By Secretary Fisn’s 
instructions to Mr. Jay, given in 1868, 
‘Congress having taken from the Sec- 
retary of State the discretion reposed in 
him as to prescribit® the costumes of 
those engaged in the service of the. de- 
partment, the discretion ‘to select his 
own costume ' is left to the gentleman so 
employed.” 

Probably any opposition to a diplo- 
matic uniform which may or might be 
expressed in Congress is due to the dis- 


like to seeing the representative of the 
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United States “ making a show of him- 
self.” But, in fact, it is precisely to 
avoid making a show of himself that an 
American Minister devises a uniform. 
At a “function” the best fate that can 
befall a man dressed in plain evening 
clothes is to be taken for a waiter. For 
the first seventy or eighty years of our 
history a diplomatic uniform was pre- 
scribed by the State Department. Then 
came the requirement that a representa- 
tive of the United States should wear 
such clothes as pleased Congress, wheth- 
er or not they pleased his hosts or his 
fellow-guests. Over this ‘subject was 
waged the great classical battle of 
JAMES BUCHANAN at the Court of St. 
James’s, which ended in a compromise 
by which the good man added to the 
“ordinary evening costume of an Amer- 
ican gentleman” a cocked hat and a 
small sword. In this costume he was no 
longer taken for a waiter, but only for a 
what-is-it. If we cannot trust our repre- 
sentatives in foreign parts to pick out 
their own clothes we had better recall 
them. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Only a few years ago such a sleet- 
storm as that of Sunday night and yester- 
day morning would have caused a vast 
amount of inconvenience and no little ac- 
tual loss in this city by the havoc it would 
have worked in the tangled maze of tele- 
graph, telephone, and electric light wires 
which then hid a considerable fraction of 
our sky. The task of getting these wires 
out of sight was a difficult one, not, of 
course, because there were any real ob- 
stacles in the way, but because the several 
companies using them were reluctant to 
make a change that involved an immediate 
large expenditure of money and methods 
of construction with which they were not 
familiar. They’ protested, and even secured 
professional authority more or less high to 
support the protest, that underground wires 
would not work, but the pressure was firm- 
ly and constantly applied, the wires dis- 
appeared one by one, and now the good 
work is practically completed. It is an 
enormous improvement in every way. The 
buried wires serve every purpose their pre- 
decessors did and do it better, in fair 
weather as in foul. Storms cannot now 
interfere with the city telephones, and at’ 
least the terminal lines of the telegraph 
system are safe, removing the danger of 
interruption in communication where re- 
pairs cannot be quickly and easily made,

are more than content with it, now that 
it has been effected, and would no more 
think of returning to the old methods of 
installation than their patrons would think 
of letting them. 


——Mr. BRYAN—W. J.—has come out of 
the West to engage in the, to him, dis- 
pleasing and unprofitable occupation of 
looking over, sizing up, weighing, and la- 
beling the various men who are receiving 
informal nominations to succeed himself as 
the Democratic candidate for the Presi- 
dency. It is evident from Mr. BRYAN’s re- 
marks that he finds little to admire and 
much to criticise in those who have been 
‘*mentioned ”’ for this honor, and it is with 
obvious difficulty that he refrains from 
expressing his surprise at the failure of 
anybody—perhaps he says in his heart 
“everybody ’’—to say anything about the 
one man whom he doubtless would find 
without fault or blemish. The general 
blindness pains him, and the pain sharpens 
the edge of his comments. He is a very 
interesting, and just now a somewhat 
amusing, person, with a not unlikable sim- 
plicity of mind. He knows that, being en- 
tirely unchanged because entirely unable 
either to learn or to forget, he is pre- 
cisely as good and as wise as he was when 
his aspirations were taken with the utmost 
seriousness and highly approved by a large 
part of his fellow-countrymen, and natural- 
ly he cannot see why, from being distinctly 
It, he is not at present even in it. Unkind 
fate has caused Mr. BRYAN to stand firm— 
and still—in a world of constant change and 
advancement. The procession he once 
headed has passed the station where he 
took his stand once for all, and, knowing 
his own consistency, he mourns the incon- 
sistency of others. ‘It is,’’ he says, ‘‘a re- 
flection on the honesty and earnestness of 
those who rescued the Democratic Party 
from plutocratic influences to say that 
they will accept any candidate or favor the 
nomination of any man who is put forward 
or is actively supported by the men who di- 
vided the Democratic Party and helped to 
elect a Republican President.’’ The dear 
man! He proves again that one can be a 
humorist without having a trace of) the 
sense of humor. 


—-Nothing could be more remarkable 
than the suddenness with which officials 
of one sort and another in several widely 
separated parts of the country have at 
last reached the conclusion that ‘turf in- 
vestment companies’? are engaged in a 
business that demands rigorous investiga- 
tion. This has been evident to all who 
cared to sev ever since these companies 
began operation. They promised enormous 
profits, to be secured by methods obvious- 
ly most hazardcus and their appeals for 
money were addrested not to sophisticated 
dealers in racing chances, but to people 
whose qualification for success in this 
direction consisted exclusively of an eager 
desire for unearned wealth. One of the 
companies, and not the least popular, open- 
ly announced that weekly “ dividends"’ 
would be paid out of the invested capital, 
even if the bets went wrong, thanks to 
the simple expedient of charging up profits 
as ‘‘operating expenses.’’ As there were 
other expenses better deserving the name 
involved in the conduct of such a busi- 
ness, and very heavy ones at that, the 
coufidence thus displayed in the limitless 
gullibility of human nature was absolutely 
touching—to those who did not ‘“invest’’ 
as well as to those who did. The ease with 
which acult American citizens can be part- 
ed from their money is nothing less than 
amazing. An inventor or merchant in 
search of capital meets with rigid investi- 
gation and frequent refusals, but enter- 
prises in which ultimate loss is certain if 
the multiplication table is true rise and 
fall with monotonous regularity year after 
year. Names wear out, but games do not, 
and as for the law of probability, nobody 
really believes in that except the pro- 
fessional mathematicians, and it is doubt- 


ful if even they do. 


-—~Abandoning for once its own prov- 
ince, which is that of ships and shipping, 
The American Syren takes up the matter 
of railroad accidents, and calls attention 
to the lesson that should be taught by 
recent disasters in regard to car construc- 
tion. ‘It is found,” declares The Syren, 
“that in all these smashups’ the day 
coaches go to pieces like so many eggshells, 
and the people in them are killed or badly 
injured, while the palace cars come out for 
the most part whole and are usually not 
even derailed.’’ This, it somewhat ingenu- 
ously observes, should convey a hint’to the 
builders and buyers of passenger cars! 
More wisdom of the same sort follows: ‘If 
the gear and framework of palace cars 
make them fairly Immune from disaster in 
an accident, there should be more of them 
and fewer of those constructed so light that 
they telescope’ in case of a. sudden stop- 
page. All-palace cars would not be feas- 


ible, but all-solid cars certainly would. Is 


it not about time that the public demand- 
ed them?” The trouble with “ the public” 
is its curious disinclination to demand or 
do anything as a whole, except under prov- 
ocations much stronger than is the indi- 
vidual fear of getting killed in a railway 
accident. Everybody knows, and long has 
known, that all cars could and should be 
made as firmly as any cars are, but the 
light cars do well enough when all goes 
right, and—things usually go right. So 


the public growls a little after an acci- | 


dent, and then forgets all about it till the 
next time.

In the local theatrical field, with the 
exception of Mr. Conried, none-:of the 
many local managers who are rapidly be- 
coming millionaires is an actor, while it is 
very sad to remember that Mr. Lester 
Wallack, the greatest light comedian of 
the past century, failed disastrously as a 
manager. 

A thorough knowledge of musical science

HASTY CONCLUSIONS. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me to thank you for your witty 
editorial in to-day’s Times, ‘The North 
Side of the Street.” It is such hasty con- 
clusions, as those of Dr. Thayer, based on 
meagre and insufficient evidence, that tend 
to throw discredit on medicine and medi- 
cal theories in the eyes of the true scien- 
tific man. A few cases, extending over a 
limited period, are compared, a fraction of 
a per cent. of difference is found, and, lo! 
a whole theory is based thereon. And the 
wonder is that the propounders of those 
theories are not always backwoods doc- 
tors, suffering from cacoethes scribendi 
and itching for a little notoriety; no, they 
are often good, reputable men with an es- 
tablished and honored name. 

Only within the past year Prof. Loefflez, 
the discoverer, of the diphtheria bacillus, 
and otherwisd a good, solid practitioner, 
came out, in a leading article in the 
Deutsche Medicinische Wochenschrift with 
the theory that malaria was antagonistic 
to cancer ‘and made the suggestion in all 
seriousness that cancerous patients should 
be inoculated with malaria. And what was 
the foundation of the entire theory? Mere- 
ly this, Dr. Loeffler has read in the work 


of a writer of the eighteenth century, with 
the unpronounceable name Trnka, that a 
woman suffering with cancer was cured of 
it after having got malaria, and inquiries 
made from friends in the tropics seemed 
to point that cancer was very rare in those 
regions. 

his theory was duly heralded all over 
until people came and showed that cancer 
is just as frequent in malarial as in non- 
malarial people, and soon after physicians 
living in the tropics showed that cancer, 
especially of the liver, is more frequent in 
those who suffered with malaria than in 
people who had the good fortune never to 
be afflicted with that protean disease. And 
so the ‘‘theory’”’ was pricked like a soap 
bubble. 

But how much paper and ink were wasted! 
Cculdn't Prof. Loeffler have made a little 
more sure of his ground before appearing 
in print with his theory? The same re- 
marks apply to Prof. Hutchinson’s theory 
that cancer is caused by the excessive use 
of salt, (first it was pork, but when it 
was shown that the Jews suffer as much 
from cancer as the Gentiles, pork was 
changed to salt.) I ask again, is it any 
wonder that men like Herbert Spencer, for 
instance, have but scant respect for our 
medical theories? 

In conclusion I will take the opportunity 
to thank you for the pleasure that the 
daily perusal of your editorials and of the 
‘“‘Topics of the Times ”’ afford me, and will 
reiterate what I said so many times be- 
fore, both in print and in conversation with 
my medical friends, THe T1Mmzs is the san- 
est and best-informed newspaper on all 
questions of a medical character as they 
affect the public, and that we all owe 
you a debt of gratitude for your unequiv- 
ocal stand in exposing the craziest and 
most fraudulent of all cults—Christian Sci- 
ence.

PASSING PICTURE SHOWS 
The President’s and Other Por- 
traits by Chartran. 


Exhibition of Color Pieces by Blake- 
lock—Relief Fand for His 
Family. 


The upper gallery at Knoedler’s has 
its usual annual gathering of portraits by 
M. Chartran, headed this year by a nearly 
full-length likeness of President Roosevelt 
and accompanied by portraits of Miss Alice 
Roosevelt and Secretary Root. The por- 
trait of Mrs. Roosevelt could not be exhib- 
ited because it has become the property of 
the Nation ever since its return from Paris, 
where it was shown at the Salon. Asa gift 
from France it takes its place among the 
decorations of the White House, and it is 
no longer within the power of the President 
to favor the artist with its loan for exhi- 
bition. This is a pity, because the style of 
M. Chartran lends itself better to feminine 
than to masculine traits. 

The impression made by the Roosevelt 
portrait on a person who did not know 
the man and his career would be entirely 
misleading as to character. President 
Roosevelt is lounging as he stands, and his 
figure gives little indication of his,strong 
physique. His face is carefully drawn, and 
to a certain degree makes up for the weak- 
ness of the hands and figure, but even the 
face does not express the energy and alert 
intelligence which every one who meets 
President Roosevelt must feel to be the 
salient characteristic of his features. If 
Theodore Roosevelt has moments when he 
looks as negative and commonplace as he 
appears to M. Chartran, one can only re- 
gret that the painter has not been luckier; 
but Americans who admire him will be apt 
to jump to the conclusion that the fault 
lies with the artist. He seems to have 
missed the character of his sitter because 
it has become second nature with him to 


paint exteriors and make up for inspiration 
by trying to get the pettiness of a minia- 
ture into an oil portrait the size of life. 

That this must be the trouble appears in 
the portrait of Secretary Root, which is on 
the whole a more attractive canvas than 
that portraying the President, but is not 
so exact a likeness and quite misses the 
character of the eminent lawyer so well 
known in New York. That fatal miniature 
style of painting which suggests painters 
on ivory and porcelain is seen at its best, or 
its worst, as the observer prefers, in the 
heads of Miss Alice Roosevelt and Miss 
Sheldon, which are painted hard, sharp, 
and mannered. Reduced to a few inches in 
diameter, these pictures would find their 
natural places in the Society of Miniature 
Painters without exciting remark as im- 
provements from the work of a dozen min- 
aturists, 

Very naturally curiosity is roused how 
it comes about that so cold-mannered and 
hard a painterman as M. Chartran should 
be the one chosen to paint the President 
of the United States, his wife, and daugh- 
ter, and the Secretary of War. By what 
unfortunate concatenation of conditions has 
France been placed in the position of hav- 
ing this mediocre painter represent her in 
such oe things? Not long ago we 
saw in these galleries a portrait of a young 
= by M. Aman-Jean which had the qual- 
ties one misses in M. Chartran’s work, 
imagination, easy brushwork, a sense for 
character and color, and drawing that 
suggests life, not china dolls. How does 
it happen that Aman-Jean is not the fa- 
vored one, if France desires to have the 
work of a portraitist represented in the 
White House? 

It is easy to see that M. Chartran has 
done the best that he can, and it may seem 
churlish to ask for more than he cannot 
give. But that is beside the mark. No 
fault can be found with an artist for em- 
bracing the opportunity offered him, only 
—the eminence of the persons represented 
expose him to the frankest criticism. If 
fault these be, it lies in Washington with 
those who solicited the sittings for an artist 
who has not been equal.to his opportunity. 
They should have known that it is doing 
France a poor turn to ask the President 
to sit to any but the best of French por- 
traitists, and we are not aware that M. 
Chartran has ever been classed in Franee 
or in the United States among the best 
artists. Of course the President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt are not to blame, for the com- 
mission does not come from them. 

The portraits of Messrs. M. C. D. Borden 
and Pagenstecher offer the same smooth 
and vapid painting as the others. Those of 
Mrs, Ripley and Mrs. Paul Morton are more 
satisfactory, but they are not remarkable 
at a period when there are so many por- 
traitists from whom we can expect like- 
nesses that are also works of art.

Blakelocks at Clausen’s. 

A small but well-selected group of paint- 
ings by Ralph A. Blakelock has been hung 
in the upper Clausen gallery by the kind- 
hearted gentlemen who have interested 
themselves in the future of this unfortunate 
painter, Blakelock has succumbed in the 
struggle for existence, and his family has 
been compelled to put him under restraint. 
Leaving his wife and minor children in 
very narrow circumstances, the admirers 
of his pictures have bestirred themselves, 
and by contributions of money and pict- 
ures bid fair to relieve the necessities of 
the family until the older children can take 
eare of their mother. 

A collection like this shows the strong 
color-sense of Blakelock and his happy 
touch when the problem is an evening 


landscape in which trees stand in outline 
against a golden sky. Some of the little 
landscapes painted on the cover of a cigar 
box are brushed in with a certainty of 
sweep that contrasts sharply with certain 
wood interiors where uncertainty reigns. 
There is great charm in the composition in 
some cases, and a rich thoug narrow 
range of color in others. The finest piece 
is a view of pool and trees and a-sky filled 
with white sailing clouds, the whole 
steeped in a romantic atmosphere. Early 
pictures with bright-blanketed Indians for 
color points in the middle distance give an 
idea of the way in which Blakelock com- 
poses a picture. Few have the look of 
direct studies from nature; rather would 
it appear that he absorbed the poetry of 
favorite times of day and favorite places, 
and then wrought: out the impression so 
obtained from memory. A noteworthy pict- 
ure is an upright canvas with rocky knoll 
and wild-looking trees on the right, and in 
the centre a Great Stone Face, a natural 
formation, before which a group of Indians 
has gethered in order to make offerings to 
the spirit, the outward semblance of which 
is the human profile in the rock. 

It is understood that the committee hav- 
ing the Blakelock relief in charge has been 
agreeably surprised at the readiness of cer- 
tain artists and art collectors to contribute 
to the fund. A sale of pictures by Blake- 
lock and contributing artists, and a wider 
appeal to the public have been talked of, 
so that the. smaller children of Blakelock’'s 
family shall be assured of an education.

SARGENT’'S BOSTON FRESCOES. 


Second Part of the Public Library 
Decoration Scheme to be Un- 
veiled To-day. 


BOSTON, Feb. 16.—The unveiling of the 
second part of John 8. Sargent’s scheme 
of mural decoration in the so-called “ Sar- 
gent corridor” of the Public Library will 
take place to-morrow. It is entitled “ The 
Dogma of the Redemption.’’ It contrasts 
forcibly with the decoration on the opposite 
wall, where is represented the evolution 
of earlier religions, with the frieze of the 
Hebrew prophets. The style of the new 
decoration is strongly Byzantine, both in 


form and symbolism as well as in the sub- 
dued eqhoeee 

The Crucifix—as the most important part 
of the subject—is in the heaviest relief. 
Beside the cross on which is the dead 
Christ, Adam and Eve are kneeling, and 
the three figures are seemingly bound to- 
gether.

ADDRESSES ON ARBITRATION. 


Secretary Trueblood of the Peace Sa 
ciety Says the Principle Was In- 
voked in 200 Cases in the 
Past Century. 


International arbitration in. its various 
phases was the subject for discussion at the 
February meeting of the Congregational 
Club in the St. Denis Hotel last evening, 
The speakers were Benjamin F. Trueblood, 
LL. D., Secretary of the American Peace 
Society; the Rev. A. H. Bradford of Mont- 
clair, N. J.; Prof. Jean Charlemagne Braecd« 
of Vassar College, and Prof. J. B. Clark o 
Columbia University. ? 

Dr. Trueblood spoke on the results of 
arbitration. He said that the formation of 
The Hague Court was the final proof, after 
three centuries of effort in the cause of 
arbitration, that the principle had won its 
place at the bar of public opinion. In this 
country, he said, diplomacy has been in 
advance of the people, leading popular 
opinion to higher and higher levels. 

The speaker sketched the course of arbi- 
tration during the last century, noting that 
in the second decade there were only three 
cases in which the principle was invoked, 
and only five cases in the third decade. By 
1850 there had been thirty cases, and he- 
tween 1850 and the opening of the new cent- 
ury 170 more cases had been added, making 


a total of about 200. Of these, Dr. True- 
blood said, 63 were in the last decade, giv- 
ing an average of 6 cases a year for that 
period. 

He added that no history made adequate 
mention of the part of arbitration, and he 
was dispvosed to take the historians to task 
for the omission. ‘‘ The historians,’ he re- 
marked, “‘ are writing away in the Middle 
Ages and are not keeping up with the move- 
aot of events. They are behind the 

mes,”’ . 

The speaker then sketched the history of 
The Hague tribunal, saying that the con- 
vention under which it was established 
was the most important political document 
of modern times. He contrasted the pre- 
sentation of its first case, that of the 
Pius Fund, within one year of its organi- 
zation, with the long wait of two years” 

nd a half which the Supreme Court of. the 

Jnited States experienced before an case 
was brought to it for adjudication. Speak- 
ing of the Venezuelan matter he said that 
there were five parties—Venezuela, the 
creditor countries, the Monroe doctrine, 
war, and The Hague Court—interested, and 
the fact that the powers had struggled so 
hard to obtain a settlement without hav- 
ing the case go to The Hague was, he ar- 
gued, a sign of the power of that tribunal 
in preventing war. 

Prof. Brac speaking of arbitration from 
the standpoint of solidarity of nations, 
made the point that Napoleon’s grentess 
mistake was that he did not recognize it as 
being to the advantage of strong nations 
to have other strong nations about them. 
‘“‘And Napoleon,” he declared, ‘‘ next to 
the Huguenot expulsion, did France the 
grestest hurt in her history by taking frém 

er the strength of her young men, the 
best element in her population, and leaving 
the veterans of his wars, after their hard- 
ships, unfit to perform the duties of citi- 
zenship. It was a hurt that it will take 
many generations to make well again.”’ 

Prof. J. B. Clark, in discussing arbitra- 
tion from an economic standpoint, said that 
the economic world was becoming more 
and more an organism which cannot af- 
ford to be shattered by wars. The first 
cause of the interlocking of economic inter- 
ests, He said, was commerce, making it 
easier to exchange products and possible 
to transport goods from one count to an- 
other. Another cause was capital, going 
into e¥ery country of the globe, and mak- 
ing it economically impossible to go to 
war because of the great hurt done to all

The friends of Leader Charles F. Murphy 
claim that Richard Croker will not return 
to New York until after the Fall election, 
and then he will attend to some personal 
business and return to Wantage, The lead- 
ers of Tammany Hall were very much 
pleased yesterday over this latest news of 
Mr. Croker’s movements. 

‘* His return to New York would cost the 
municipal ticket 20,000 votes,” said a dig- 
trict leader. 

The various rumors in reference to Mr. 
Croker’s movements have been told by his 
friends. John Fox, President of the Demo- 
cratic Club, on his return from Europe, said 
that Mr. Croker was to return this Spring. 
Later Mr. Croker is said to have written a 
letter to Daniel F. McMahon stating that he 
expected to sail on March 7, on the Lu- 
eania,.and that he would give out an inter- 
view before leaving England sustaining 
Charles F. Murphy's leadership and an- 
other on landing stating that Leader Mur- 
phy was the “real boss!’

A word 
to the wise is sufficient. ‘‘ Nancy Brown 
is a delightful little play, but it somehow 
does not leave one with the sensation of 
having been blown off. 

All the joy and rapture of the evening 
centres in Miss Cahill. She is what the 
programme calls a marriage broker. The 
land of Bally Hoo is in financial need of 
heiresses, and she arrives on the spot with 
a bevy of rich Americaines. A glance at 
this bevy assures one that they are prob- 
ably very rich, and that the real name for 
Nancy’s trade is Shadchan. At any rate, 
she has the shrewdness to make up to the 
royal family on her own account. And 
then it happens that—but really nothing of 
moment happens, except a series of alter- 
mated choruses and vaudeville turns that 
are oniy so so when Nancy is off the 
stage, but are quite charming when she 
is on it. 

It was more than ever evident that Miss 
Cahill is a very real person and an artist at 
once neatly refined and delightfully funny. 
Rumor had it that she was so ili that it 
Was a toss-up whether she would come 
on, and in her few moments of idleness 
On the stage the fact was apparent in the 
tines of her face; but nevertheless she took 
the little play on her dainty shoulders and, 
with a laugh in her eye and a joke in the 
corner of her mouth, she won renewed ad- 
miration from her audience. 

Mr. Edwin Stevens was a handsome and 
athietic King of Bally Hoo, and in his 
kilt costume of gold and yellow was a 
pleasure to see. ince he ceased to hear 
things over the telephone, which he re- 
ceived last Fall from M. Antoine in Paris, 
he has been disporting in this sort of play, 
and the excellence of his training is evi- 
dent in the way he acts. His plastique 
is admirable, and his intelligent use of 
facial expression made a very distinct im- 
pression with material that was almost 
nothing. 

The most popular number in the per- 
formance was a bass song by an unnamed 
retainer in the second act, who had barely 
appeared in the first as the landlord of 
the Outside Inn. His name was Madison 
Smith, and inquiry revealed the fact that 
he has been hitherto unknown. His voice 
Was powerful and sympathetic. There 
Were several well-known actors in the cast, 
but they had scant material to work with. 

The book is by George H. Broadhurst 
and Frederic Ranken. t may be recom. 
mended as pretty and graceful—the pink ot 
Propriety. The costumes and two scenes 
ure pretty, too. The whole is dainty and 
refined enough for Miss Cahill, and when 
that is said who will be rude enough to de- 
mand to be blown off? 

The music was by Mr. Henry K, Hadley. 
It too was refined and graceful, and never 
noisily offensive—well above the usual level 
of music on such occasions. Several of his 
numbers started in life by being Heirs, 
but in their varied wanderings from play 
toner, they have long since become Airs. 

eap, Cheap, Cheap" was a lineal de- 
scendant of Lulu Glaser's bird song, and 
it Was acted in the manner of William 
Norris's bantam dance. And there were 
others. 

“You Can't Fool All of the People All 
of the Time "' was a negro ditty with grate- 
ful acknowledgments to Abraham Lincoln, 
whose destiny it has hitherto been to make 
laws for the colored race, and not to write 
their songs. Its type was familiar, but it 
had a very graceful lilt of its own that may 
take the popular fancy. “ The Glow Worm 
and the Moth” was also pretty, and it 
Was accompanied by a magic lantern flight 
of butterflies on the ceiling that caught the 
eye of the house. 

The only number that struck one as both 
fresh and charming was .‘‘ The Katy Did, 
the Cricket and the Frog,” sung by Miss 
Cahill, Mr. Stevens, and Mr. Al Grant. It 
was full of the spirit of the woods and of 
singing insect life: 

If Messrs. Broadhurst, Ranken, and Had- 
‘ley had been able they would have made 
a play as pretty and witty and tuneful 
as a piece by Gilbert and Sullivan. As 
— they lack the spirit and dash for this, 

ut they have made a very acceptable 
evéning’s entertainment, which Miss. Ca- 
hill’s popularity and her art are likely to 
carry to popular success. 


Not a Brilliant Gem and It Needs More 
Polish, but James Powers and 
Blanche Ring Score in It. 


James T. Powers, the nfost popular sing- 
ing comedian that comes to Broadway 
each year, got back home last night, bring- 
ing with him “The Jewel of Asia,” and 
almost every one of his friends who packed 
the Criterion Theatre to enjoy the latest 
evolutions of fun from his versatile hands 
and arms and legs and face and voice said 
at once that it was too bad that there was 
@ certain music! comedy that has settled 
down in a theatre further down on Broad- 
way. 

It was not that “Jimmie” Powers was 
any the less funny, these loyal friends said, 
but the men who have been making money 
out of writing librettos for comic operas 
will have to learn from the story being told 


by a certain newspaper man.about Sultans 
and Coustitutions and cocktails, that a mu- 
al comedy, or whatever you choose to 
call it, may be made very funny if a funny 
man writes it.

and the writers of the libretto scem to 
think that playing upon the word “ tur- 
key" is the wittiest and newest thing that 
ever was. We get turkey wings, gobbler’s 
feathers, and both light and dark meat. In 
this act there are a number of songs. Mr. 
Powers sings one about a kodak, that will 
undoubtedly be acceptable when he has had 
sufficient time to work it up. But really 
the only number in the entire act is that 
by Miss Ring, ‘‘The Same Old Crowd, 
which is new and odd, and will take. There 
are a good many smith jokes scattered 
through this act also; such as: 5 

Sergt. Laffite: ‘“‘ Bah, bah, you! “ 

Pierre: “‘ Don't you spring lamb on me. 

There is also another song by the star 
of the piece entitled ‘*‘ We say we'll say a 
thing, but we don’t,” which was made 
rather comical by the singer. 

The second of the two acts, course, 
shows the interior of a Turkish harem— | 
that of the late Badeg Pasha, and here, of 
course, Pierre, in his disguise, gets into 
all sorts of comic opera trouble, in the 
same old comic opera way, and there are 
the same old queer mix-ups in identity, 
and finally everything is straightened o 
in a comic opera way. 

This second act is in every respect im- 
measurably superior to the first, and saves 
the play from being insipid. There are a 
number of rather- tuneful choruses, or St 
least choruses which are made to seem al- 
most tuneful simply by sheer force of good 
stage picturing, for there are really some 
exceptionally pretty girls there. But let it 
be said at once that no play has been put 
on in Broadway this season that suffered 
from lack of rehearsal so badly as that of 
last night—and that is saying a good deal. 
First one and then another of the princi- 
pals forgot their lines. 

Mr. Cliffon Crawford forgot so much of 
his on one occasion that he had to walk to 
the back of the stage to hear the prompter 
shout at him. Then when the widow went 
to draw the curtain in her café it fell down, 
and later an electric light globe broke, and 
to cap the climax the leader’ of the or- 
chestra almost literally went to sleep in his 
chair and the prompter had to show an 
agonized face from behind the wings and 
tell him to start a march. Miss Ring hest- 
tated once or twice in repeating her lines, | 
and Mr. Powers himself was little 5

prepared. cis 

In this second act Miss Ring and William 
Cameron did a very comical if ancient turn 
in which the former took the part of a doll 
and sang a song and later danced with the 
acrobat. Later the heroine sang a duet 
with Mr. Clifton which was rather tuneful. 
Then came a chorus of the Pasha’s twelve 
wives in stunning Paris gowns that fur- 
nished a picture well worth seeing. Then 
Mr. Powers sang a song, “ Everybody 
Wants to Hold the Baby,’ which was a 
“go,” and that was about all there was 
to the play—last night. That it will be 
worked over and improved, goes without 
saying. Miss Ring ought to have more to 
do. Most of the other actors and actresses, 
with the exception of Miss Rachel Booth 
and William Cameron, might have a good 
deal less and never be missed. But after 
all, Powers is the show. ,

Mr. Alvarez, who was to be the 
Radames in the performance, for the first 
time this season, had, it was said, come 
early and taken possession of the eligible 
dressing room, on the ground that he was 
the real star of the evening, and that noth- 
ing less was his due. 

That there was a scene of excitement im- 
mediately ensuing, such as only injured 
feelings of operatic stars can summon up, 
can easily be imagined. Mme. Gadski de- 
clared that she would not sing unless she 
could have the occupation of her,accus- 
tomed dressing room. Mr. Alvarez was 
equally firm in his intention, and equally 
emphatic in his announcement of his pur- 
poses. He had also in his favor the nine 
points of the law which possession is sup- 
posed to give. 

There was a hasty search for some of the 
powers that be in the Opera House, most 
of whom were not to be found in this time 
of need. Finally, Mr. Goerlitz, who holds 
the purse strings for Mr. Grau, and who 
therefore has a voice of authority in the 
house, appeared. His voice was in favor 
of Mme. Gadski. After a stormy interview 
Mr. Alvarez concluded to seek quarters in 
some other part of the house, and Mme. 
Gadski was restored to her dressing room. 

Then the two stars went on the stage and 
made passionate love to each other. ‘The 
official explanation of the management at 
a late hour in the evening was that the 
call boy made a mistake and put Mr. Al- 
varez into the wrong room. 


“AIDA” AGAIN AT THE OPERA.

Yesterday’s market showed less activ- 
p than on any full day of the previous 
week, but the tone was good throughout 
the list with unimportant exceptions. 
*Among railways it may be remarked 
that Erie was less affected by the early 
‘adverse reception of the proposed bond 
issue, which upon the curb sold up to 
91%. Among the industrials copper and 
Stéel were leaders. Doubtless pools were 
active in both, but there were excellent 
reports affecting basic conditions and 
prospects in both industries. 

The January trade statement was the 

-mé6st important piece of news affecting 
thé general situation with a bearing 
upon the prospects of gold exports. Ex- 
ports and imports both show increases 
as compared with 1902. The exports 
were swollen by the large increase in 
‘egricultural products mentioned last 
Week, and reduced by a loss in exports 
of other classes, which is exceptional 
enough according to recent experience to 
Warrant notice. The imports were the 
largest for any January, the increase 
over 1902 sufficing to offset the gain in 
exports, and leave a decrease in excess 
of exports of $1,075,927. This throws 
light upon tHe strength of sterling, and 
indicates an obstacle to the payment of 
our debit balance in commodities. But 
sterling was quoted a shade weaker, 
both here and on the Continent. In Jan- 
“wary the excess of imports of gold was 
$1,710,704, against an excess of exports 
in 1902 of $567,888, which is not the best 
basis for any uneasiness over any possi- 
ble exports seasonable about now. The 
gency was reiaxing is encouraging in 
this connection.

drastic than the Littlefield bill will be 
Teported io the Senate, and placed at 
the foot of the calendar.” That is not an 
encouraging position for important laws, 
not upon the Administration programme, 
at this stage of the session.

As an evi- 
dent of the specialization it.may be said 
that only. eight stocks—Copper, Smelters, 
Sugar, Brooklyn, Erie, United States Steel, 
Union Pacific, and Wabash preferred—were 
traded in to the extent of 10,000 shares or 
more each, these eight furnishing more 
than one-half of the market transactions. 
On the other hand, many ordinarily active 
stocks showed little life, as witness the 3,000 
shares. dealt in in New York Central, the 
4,000 shares in Atchison, 4,000 in Pennsyl- 
vania, 1,800 in Great Western, and 6,000 
in St. Paul. Even in Rock Island, the 
many times’ recent market leader, total 
dealings fell below the 10,000-share mark. 

It is estimated that of the day’s dealings 
fully three-fourths were. purely profes- 
sional, 


NEW POOLS AT WORK. 

Several‘ new pools were at work in the 
market yesterday, and succeeded in ad- 
vancing the prices of their stocks, though, 
clearly, without obtaining any public fol- 
lowing. : 

One of these stocks was American Loco- 
motive, which was advanced in the early 
trading, thoigh Jatef rather neglected. It 
is a weli-knowg fact that this company, 
like all the“irdn and steel companies, is 
earning a great deal of money, but it is.a 
further fact that the management. does 
not contemplate the payment of any divi- 
dend on _the* common stock in the near 
future.

WADIANA PASSENGERS 
BROUGHT BACK HERE 


- Coolness of the Women on Wrecked 
Steamship Praised. 


One of the Crew Dropped Lighted Sig- 
nal Rocket Among Remaining Rock- 
ets, and Those on Deck Had to 
Dodge—incidents of the 
Rescue. 


Eleven of the passengers, forty-nine of 
the crew, and two officers of the wrecked 
steamship Madiana of the New York-Ber- 
Muda service of the Quebec Line, which 
Went aground and was lost on a coral 
reef near Hamilton, Bermuda, last Tues- 
gay, arrived in New York on the steam- 
ship Pretcria yesterday afternoon. Every 
one of the eleven passengers to arrive had 
nothing to talk about except the wreck. 
and although every one of them had some- 
thing to add to the stories of the others 
they all agreed in the main concerning the 
disaster. 

The principal topic, especially among the 
men, was the heroism of 
sensers. According to their 
thirty-odd women and girls 
aboard the Madiana when she 
the treacherous coral formation off the 
North Rock are about brave a lot as 
ever 2a skipper transported between ocean 
ports. Not a one of them, say the men, 
lost her nerve for a single instant, and 
althonsh they had to drop several feet from 
the bottom of the ladder that hung from 
the side of the wrecked vessel, in order tu 
get within the lifeboats that transported 
them to the tug, a little distance off, each 
Made the descent with a smile on her f 
and dropped nimbly from ladder 
Boat as any acrobat could have done 
Jand, much less on a storm-tossed ocean. 

Ed@vin Ives of Montclair, N. J., one of 
the passengers who arrived yesterday, told 
@ very complete story of the wreck. He 
Said that when the vessel grounded the 
Officers notified the passengers of what 
had happened and called them all on deck 
to receive and have adjusied the life 
Servers. This was done, but hardly had 
the last of the passengers reached the deck 
when suddenly the lights went out. The 
noise of the water as it rushed through 
the great, jagged hole in the Madiana’s 
bottom could be heard plainly, he said, 
and that uncanny sound, together with the 
confusion due to the darkness, 
experience until the dawn of day 
will never be forgotten.

knew, he said, that 
the vesse] was on a reef, and many of them 
expecied the ship any minute to slip off 
the rock and sink beneath some thirty or 
forty fathoms of water. When the day 
finally dawned they were greatly relieved 
to see that the wrecked ship, owing to her 
position on the rocks, was in no immediate 
danger of going down. After a wait of 
four hours, according to Mr. Ives, th 
smoke from the inward-bound steamshi; 
Pretoria, from New York, was sighted 
Some distance off. As the Pretoria did 
not alter her course, but continued on to 
Hamilton, those on board the stranded ves- 
sel knew that they had not been sighted 
and that if succor was forthcoming it 
‘would be from some other source. 

About this time some member. of the crew 
discovered a lot of signal rockets, and they 
were taken on the bridge to be fired, in 
hope of attracting attention. Instead of 
bringing help, the seaman who fired the 
first rocket burned his hand and dropped 
the rocket into the box containing the other 
rockets, setting the whole lot afire. The 
rockets whizzed around in every direction 
but skyward, and the passengers standing 
in the water on deck had to do some live- 
ly dodging to keep out of the way of the 

arting stars. The fire from the rockets 
also set the bridge on fire, but the big 
seas curling over the vessel did some good 
work, and in a minute or so the bridge, 
avith the exception of a few charred scars, 
Was all right, so far fire was con- 
cerned. 

About Y o'clock the tug Gladisfen was 
sighted a short distance away, making for 
the ship. Three of the lifeboats had been 
Washed away by this time, and when the 
tug got as close us she couid to the Ma- 
diana with safety the remaining three were 
made ready for launching and the officers 
of the ship told the passengers that rescue 
Was at hand. 

After some trouble with 
first boat was safely 
Frazer announced that 
be taken off first. The seas were a con- 
fused mass at the time, and in order to 
get into the boat the women had to drop 
sevcral feet from the laader to the boat. 

“The first woman to go over,’ said Mr. 
Ives, ‘*‘ was an elderly woman of seventy- 
four years. She was as brave as any per- 
g0n could he, and went over the side of the 
vessel without the sign of a tremer. Her 
conduct was a great inspiration to us all, 
for it made us feel that if she could make 
guch a dangerous descent so cleverly we 
ought to be able to do the same.’ After 
she had made the descent she was fol- 
lowed by other women, and when the seats 
in the boat were all taken the sailors in 
charge pulled off tor the tug. The seas 
were running fearfully high and progress 
through the water was very difficult, but 
the hardy seamen made the trip in safety 
and soon had tl.e occupants safe on board 
the. Gladisfen. The second and third boats 
were launched by this time, and, the first 
boat having returned, the remaining 
men and children were taken off and rowed 
to the tug. Later in the day a lighter cam» 
out and took the men and one woman 
a r, who refused to leave her hus- 

and, and the rescue was complete.” 

Mr. Ives was cnthusiastic in his praise 
of the officers of the ship. At Hamilton, 
he said, they had held a meeting to con- 
sider a proposition of the line, to the effect 
that the line was willing to take those 
home that were willing to leave and to 
refund the passage money. They were 
asked to sign an agreement not to make 
any further demands of the company, but 
they declined to accept the proposition, 
whereupon the Hamilton agent cabled the 
home office for instructions, and was told 
that where there ‘Were legitimate claims for 
damage the company would not require 
the waiving of them. 

The cabled story to the effect that sev- 
eral sailors wanted to take one of the boats 
and make for shore as soon as they un- 
derstood the situation, but were compelled 
to go back to their posts by Capt. Frazer 
in no uncertain manner, was confirmed 
by many of the passengers. 

The woman who refused to leave her hus- 
band’s side was Mrs. George 8S. Tubbs of 
Kirkwood, Ill., who also arrived yesterday. 

* Naturally, I wanted to remain with my 
husband,” said Mrs. Tubbs yesterday, 
“but there was nothing heroic about it, 
since it only meant a iittle prolonging of 
the discomfort, and I thought it best that 
he and I stick together. That is all there 
is to it.” 

’ At Hamilton many of the women guests 
of the hotels, Mrs. Tubbs said, had loaned 
the passengers of the Madiana clothes, 
since many of the passengers when they 
@ame ashore found that their wearing ap- 

el had been ruined by the salt water.

r. Henry Stimson of the Lincoln Hos- 
pital, which is located four blocks from the 
proposed crematory site, said that the hos- 
pital had removed to its present location at 
a cost of $400,000 to get fresh air and more 
ground. He said that one of the features 
was a pavilion for consumptives, and that 
all its usefulness would be ruined by the 
erection of the crematory, and the lives of 
the patients would be imperiled. State 
Senator Hawkins said that the erection of 
the crematory would make a plague spot 
of the section.

SHOP OPENING ON SUNDAY 


Commissioner Greene Corrects an 
East Side Impression. 


Dr. Parkhurst and Mr. Philbin Talk 
About Capt. Schmittberger—in- 
crease of Arrests Under Six- 
Section System. 


The attention of Police Commissioner 
Greene was called yesterday to an impges- 
Sion that was general on the lower east Side 
On Sunday that his rebuke, sent to Capt. 
Creamer of the Madison Street Station, for 
arresting men working on sewing machines

And the 
class, who can work on Sunday without ‘in- 
terference must not by it disturb or inter- 
fere wiih persons who keep the Sabbath 
on the first day of the week.” 

Gen. Greene talked with reserve about 
Capt. Max F. Schmittberger and the vacant 
Inspectorships. 

‘T gave out,” he said, ‘‘ President Roose- 
velt’s letter through his secretary, Mr. Cor- 
telyou, which practically indorses ex-Dis- 
trict Attorney Philbin’s opinion of the Cap- 
tain, because Capt. Schmittberger the other 
day made public a letter from the Presi- 
dent’s secretary which gave him permission 
to refer to President Roosevelt in regard 
to his services while the President was a 
Police Commissioner.

DAMAGE SUIT FOR $500,000. 


Action Instituted by Mother of Boy Who 
Was Injured in the Park Ave- 
nue Tunnel Accident. 


Testimony was taken yesterday before 
Justice Leventritt in the Supreme Court in 
the largest accident damage suit ever in- 
stituted in this State. It is-an action to re- 
cover $500,000 from the New York Central 
Railroad Company for injuries received by 
a sixteen-year-old boy, Everett Coffin of 
New Rochelle, in the Park Avenue tunnel 
accident of Jan. 8, 1902. The action has 
been instituted by Mrs. Walter C. Coffin, 
the mother of the boy. 

Young Coffin was on the rear car of the 
White Plains train, which was wrecked by 
another train crashing into it. The allega- 
tion is that he will be a cripple for life. 
The large sum demanded is because an at- 
tendant will be required for him during the 
remainder of his life. 

Coffin was on the stand in the course of 
the hearing, detailing his injuries. Harry 
Raymore of New Rochelle, who was in the 
seat in front of the boy, and Dr. Broeser of 
the Flower Hospital, who attended him, 
testified also. The case is to be continued 
to-day. 


JACOBSON SENT TO JAIL. 


More Complaints from Liquor Dealers 
and Others—Prisoner Denies He 
Operated a St. Louis Swindle. 


Adolph Jacobson, Sr., who was arrested 
in Bayonne on Saturday by Postal] In- 
spector James T. Cortelyou and Detective 
McNally of Jersey City on two indict- 
ments charging him with obtaining money 
on false pretenses, was committed yester- 
day to the Hudson County Jail. His coun- 
sel, Isaac Goldenhorn, notified Prosecutor 
Speer by telephone that he would apply to 
Judge Blair to have his client admitted to 
bail. Prosecutor Speer at once consulted 
with Judge Blair, and it was decided to 
fix bail at $5,000. Mr. Goldenhorn was 


notified to that effect, but he did not ap- 
per at the Court House until after Judge 
lair had adjourned court, and the case 
went over until to-day. 

Neither Mr. Goldenhorn nor his client 
would make any statement regarding the 
case, but Mr. Jacobson said he wished to 
deny the statement made in several news- 
papers to the effect that he 
operated a swindling concern known 
Staby & Co., with headquarters in St.

Prosecutor Speer said that he had re- 
ceived a new complaint from a Hquor deal- 
er of Manhattan, who claimed to have 
bought liquor of one of Jacobson’s com- 
panies, but he declined to give the com- 
plainant’s name. The amount involved 
was: only $85.

VARIATION OF “GREEN GOODS.” 


Brooklyn Men Are Accused of Using an ! | 


Ingenious Scheme to Obtain 
Victims. 


A new method of obtaining money from 
the credulous, built on the foundation of 
the “‘ green goods "’ game, was exposed yes- 
terday by District Attorney Clarke of 
Brooklyn, during the trial of Samuel and 
Henry Faust. The two men are charged 
with having operated in the Brownsville 
district and on the east side of this bor- 
ough. 

Their plan, according to the District At- 
torney, was to offer to sell. counterfeit 
money so closely resembling the’ genuine 
that the bills would pass examination by 


a bank cashier, Real bills were shown as 
samples of the work. The victim was in- 
vited to see the machine which struck off 
the counterfeits, and was taken to a room 
rented for the purpose. A copper box about 
two feet square, with a cover and a false 
bottom, was exhibited. The visitor was 
asked for two one-dollar bills. 

Faust, it is charged, took them, and after 
moistening the back of one and the front 
of the other with what he called a secret 
chemical preparation, greased them in the 
chemical preparation, placed them in the 
box under the false bottom. Resting above 
the false bottom were three genuine bills. 
An electrical appliance attached to the box 
was then put in motion. When the box»was 
opened three bills were seen lying in the 
bottom. The customer secured tne good 
money, which he supposed to be counter- 
feit and was told to offer it at the nearest 
bank. Faust in that way, according to Mr. 
Clarke, found it easy to accumulate $50,000. 
The case is still on. 


TO DIG WHERE KIDD LIVED. 


Office Building Will Be Erected on the 
Site of the Pirate’s New York 
Residence. 


Public curiosity bids fair to be aroused 
to an unusual degree by the excavation 
soon to be made on the property at the 
junction of Pearl and Beaver Streets, be- 
cause on that spot, according to report, 
once stood the house where lived Capt. 
Kidd, when he was not busy with his 
“long, low, rakish craft."’ Not only will 
an excavation be made, but as a fifteen- 
story building is to be built on the site, 
caissons will probably be put down, so that 
if the late Kidd stored his treasure there, 
nothing can prevent its discovery. 

In Kidd's time the shore of the East River 
was between what are now Pearl and 
Water Streets—all beyond that on the pres- 
ent map being ‘‘made ground’’—and the 
present owners of the plot‘in question say 
that the report of Kidd’s possession of it 
at one time is well authenticated. The 
property has a somewhat more tangible 
bit of history connected with it in that it 
was the site of the old Cotton Exchange 
before that organization moved to Hanover 
Square. ‘ 

The plot is of the now famous flatiron 
shape, which lends itself so readily to large 
improvements, and the proposed building 
will be a remarkable one 4p regard to the 
amount of its rentable space in proportion 
to the size of the site. Owners of an or- 
dinary rectangular corner plot are satisfied 
if a building can be laid out to show 55 per 
cent of actually rentable office space, but 
in the case of this flatiron this percentage 
will be 72. oe 

The property is owned jointly by the 
Century Realty Company and William F. 
Havemeyer, and the new building will be 
put up by_the Remington Construction 
Company. The plans have been prepared 
by Clinton & Russell. 


BATTALION CHIEF RETIRED. 


Fire Commissioner Sturgis Grants 
Thomas A. Kenny’s Application.

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LEGAL NOTES. 


QUESTION IN’ EVIDENCE.—By statute, 
where Boards of Health are required to 
register births, marriages, and deaths, in- 
cluding causes of death, the record of these 
is prima facie evidence of the facts. But 
such records, the Court of Appeals has held, 
in the case of James J. Beglin, as adminis- 
trator, against the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company, are not evidence, in an 
action upon a life policy, to prove that the 
mother of the insured had died of con- 
sumption, and to impeach statements in 
that respect made in the application for 
insurance. The statute, the court of last 
resort said, by Judge Haight, was a police 
regulation required for public purposes, and 
became prima facie evidence only so far 
as questions arose under its provisions in- 
volving public rights. “ But’ we think,” 
continued Judge Haight, ‘“‘it was not the 
intention of the Legislature to change the 
common-law rule of evidence in contro- 
versies of private parties growing out of 
contract, and that the provisions of the 
statute should not be construed as applica- 
ble to such cases.”

PRIVILEGE OF AccuUsSED.—The tenderness 
for the accused shown by the courts now- 
adays is illustrated by a recent Iowa case, 
(State vs. Height, 91 Northwestern Report- 
er, 035.) It was held that testimony of phy- 
sicilans who had made a compulsory physi- 
cal examination of a defendant was inad- 
missible on the ground of privilege. The 
Harvard Law Review thinks that the deci- 
sion is carrying the rule that the accused 
may not be compelled to give evidence, 
tending to incriminate himself, a little too 
far, It is well settled that the privilege 
will not be granted when the prisoner in 
court is asked to rise or to uncover. his 


face for purposes of identification. But the 
wae of authority is probably that he 
need not submit to a much more extended 
examination. “ There seems no valid dis- 
tinction,’ says the Febru number of 
The Review, ‘‘ between compelling the pris- 
oner to uncover his face and to uncover his 
tattoced arm for identification, nor, aside 
from the requirements of decency, between 
inspection in and inspection out of the 
courtroom. It is true that one who is ac- 
cused of crime has not lost his personal 
righis, and he should be protected against 
pails indignity in the courtroom and in- 
uman treatment outside.

The 
lease expires March 1, and the rent was 


paid, so that the janitor had no cause to 
protest against the removal of the fur- 


niture.

Secret service agents visited many of the 
toy and stationery houses in the city yes- 
terday and seized what are known as 
‘perforated transfer picture post stamps,” 
made in Germany, eighty-four to each 
sheet.
